Tlir Prealdenry of llie Senatr. 
W ashington, January 11th.—It has been 
decided that Senator Anthony shall ba.elected 
President pro tempore of the Senate, with 
the understanding that immediately upon bis 
election he shall resign, and another Republi­ 
can Senator he chosen in his stead. A ma­ 
jority of the Republican caucus, held yester­ 
day afternoon, was of the opinion that it 
wonld be unsafe, in view of the enfeebled 
condition of Mr. Anthony’s health, to place 
him permanently in the chair, and a commit­ 
tee was appointed, consisting of Mesare. 
Morrill, Hoar and Cameron of Wisconsin, to 
confer with the Senator from Rhode Island 
on the subject. Senator Morrill, being the 
oldest member of the committee, and a warm 
personal friend of Mr. Anthony, was deputed 
to exprese to him the sentiments of the cau­ 
cus. He did so this morning. 
Mr. An­ 
thony, is is understood, expressed a wish, in 
view of his enfeebled heaith, that some other 
Senator should be elected President, but said 
that he should Use to receive the compli­ 
mentary vote of his colleagues 
in of­ 
fice, 
in 
order 
to 
round 
out 
his 
legislative career. 
Senator Anthony is 
daily improving in health, but ha thinks he 
is not in condition to assume a place of re­ 
sponsibility as President pro tern, ot the Sen­ 
ate. It i« reported that during the interview 
between Senator Morrill and Senator An- 
thoDy, the health of President Arthur was 
discu sed, and while no credence was given 
to the stories recently published regarding the 
President’s physical condition, it was agreed, 
onder the circumstances, that it would be 
preferable to elect as President pro tem. a 
Senator iu vigorous bodily health. Among 
the SenatorB named as candidates for the 
Presidency of the body are Senators IogallH 
and Sherman. Mr. Edmunds, if he desired 
to retain the place, would bs the unanimous 
choice uf the party, but he persistently de­ 
clines, 
Senator 
Ingalls 
is 
a 
fine 
parliamentarian and an excellent presiding 
i tticer. It is understood, however, that he is 
not anxious for the honor, although it is be­ 
lieved that if he were unanimously aaktd to 
take the place he would accrpt it. Senator 
Sherman is also thoroughly qualified to act 
as President, but be could not, particularly 
in the tariff discussion, be spared from bis 
place on the fijor. Inasmuch, however, as 
the President pro tempore is next in succes­ 
sion to the President of the United States, it 
may : e that Seoat . r Sherman w mid desire 
the prsitien. A caucus will be held sc ree 
time next week, when the committee will 
make a formal report as to M r Anthony, 
and a candidate for the position will be nom­ 
inated. 
Edmunds' View of Xtrpiihllran Strength. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , January lltb .—The Times' 
Washington special gives an interesting in­ 
terview with Senator Edmunds. After to­ 
tally disclaiming any intention to allow Mb 
name to be uved in Presidential slate-making, 
he said ; “ I believe the Republican party is 
stronger to-day than at any time within the 
past decade. I am confident the Republican 
candidates will be elected, it the seleciions be 
made with reference to party rejuvenation 
through the reverses of 1S82 
A great ma­ 
jority of the people are at heart with us. 1 
can judge this well from my own sources of 
information, for this same opinion with re 
spect to myself as a prospective candidate— 
and cf which I wish, as a friend, you would 
dhpossess your own mind—has brought me a 
mass of letters almost appalling in numbers, 
and beyond the measure of my strength to 
answer, and all uniting in expressions of the 
confidence of the people everywhere in Re­ 
publican principles ; bat they ohow. at the 
same time, the importance of the selection of 
both of the candidates on the ticket in defer­ 
ence to the sentiments of the great mass of 
the people. A number of these letters come 
from away out on the Pacific coast and down 
in the Southern States.1’ The Time; Hays Ed­ 
monds is human and would accept the nomi­ 
nation. 
The ! hiriese Restriction Law. 
W ashington, January l l ’h. — "Y ou can 
tell y< nr California people,' said Governor 
Rice, of Massachusetts, to a correspondent, 
" that the Representatives of the Eastern 
States in the House are just as rarnpaDt 
against the law restricting Chinese immigra­ 
tion to-day as they ever were ; that we will 
fight the proposition to amend the law as 
fiercely as we did its pa-sage, and that we 
expect to have hetter link than we did in our 
fight before. Y-,u can also say that we be­ 
lieve public sentiment now is rather in favor 
af repealing the entire Lw than tor s'rength- 
ening it. America should be iree for ali to 
come or stay aud Chinese nr ary other psople 
should be welcomo.” This statement was re­ 
peated to Representative Budd, who said be 
was happy to De able to say that Governor 
Rice was farther away fr >m the real facts in 
the case than he was when he led the fight 
against the present law. “ My investigations 
in this House convince me,” Bail lludd, 
"that our amended Chinese bill will pass the 
House by over two-thirds majority.” 
No licroril on (lie I htno-e ttuestlon | 
W ashington, January 11th.—Senator Wil­ 
son, ot Iowa, returned to this city yesterday 
and appeared in the Senate to-day. He is the 
firth Republican member on tide Committee 
on Foreign II lations, and the only one of that 
committee who has no record on the Chinese 
question. As Miller’» bill to amend the Re­ 
striction Act is before that committee, W il­ 
son’s attitude and opinion on Chinese mat­ 
ters are important. Edmunds, Sherman, 
L .pham snd BrowD, the latter named being 
a 1 'emocrat, voted against the ten-vear bill. 
Miller, Morgan, Pendleton and V ance, ths 
last three being Democrats, voted for it. The 
committee, therefore, stands four to fonr, 
Wilson's vote being necessary to get a favor­ 
able report on the bill. Y.,ur correspondent 
to-day asked Senator Wilson if he had given 
the matter eny thought, and how he stood. 
He said : “ I have not seen Senaior Miller’s 
bill, and therefore have not considerad it. I 
will tell you better how I stand after reading 
it.”"B ut you must have some opinion on the 
subject in genera! 
“ Of course,” returned Mr. Wilson, “ but 
I have no record on the Chinese question, not 
havicg been in Congress when the present 
I law was passed.

Wycherly is a p.eddler, 26 years old, and 
weighs 150 P 1 l"dr. He was born iu Pitte- 
burg and has fought five times in the ring. 
His most famous battle was with Jack Mo­ 
ran. in Allegheny ( ity. They fought eleven 
rounds and Moran won. Boyle is a laborer 
- rn the l’nilade pdiia and Reading Railroad, 
and works at Bridgeport. He is 21 years old, 
weighs 153 pmund*. and had fought in the 
ring twice before he faced Wycherly. Wych­ 
erly lives in Richmond, and when he boxes 
in public calls bin s If Kelly. He is known 
to all boxers in the city as a quick and hard 
hitter. 
Wycherly backed himself for the 
fight today. 
Kr-.uU of a Family TfDil 
W est P o in t (Ga.), January llth. -Robert 
Huckaba, together with several others, was 
employed near Black Jack mountain in 
quarrying rock. While go employed. J. T. 
Smith and James ( raven, members of the 
family with whom Huckaba'g family had a 
feud, came up, apparently on a peaceful 
errand. A few minutes later John Smith 
also rode up on horseback, armed with a shot- 


guo. Jumping off, he handed the bridle to 
Craven, and was ostensibly engaged iu fixing 
the saddle, while Huckaba was engaged 
twenty feet on the other side loading a 
wagon. As the latter turned his back, Smith 
took aim with the shotgun from under the 
horse, and the report was accompanied by 
the words, “ Take that, will you!” “ Give 
it to him, John,” came in a chorus from sev­ 
eral voices. Huckaba realized that he was 
in the hands of enemies and broke through 
the woods, followed by Smith, who fired sev­ 
eral times, hitting him twice and riddling 
him with shot. The fugitive kept up his 
epeed to the residence of James Barnes, near­ 
ly two miles distant, still followed by his 
enemies. Finding no one there to protect 
him, he continued three-quarters of a mile 
farther to the residence of Jame6 Carter, 
where he found co one but a woman, aud he 
then kept up his flight two miles farther, 
growing weaker with loss of blood, when he 
came to the residence of Green Huckaba. a 
relative, when his pursuers cave up the 
chase.

The Land Grant Forfeiture Bills. 
W ashington, .January llth .—The sub­ 
committee of the House Committee on Pub­ 
lic Lands, to whom was referred the question 
of the order in which land-grant forfeiture 
bills should be considered, reported that the 
consideration thereof will be begun immedi­ 
ately in the following order : Tex»s Pacific, 
Oregon Central, Ontanagon and State Line, 
California and Oregon, Oregon and California, 
Northern Pacific, Atlantic and Pacific, 
Southern Pacific of California, New Orleans, 
Baton linage and Vicksburg, Atlantic Gulf 
aud West Indiana. The report was adopted 
by the full committee and the clerk directed 
to give a copy to the press. The Texas Pa­ 
cific grant will be (OLsidered first. It was 
originally made to tly* Texas Pacific Railroad 
and is new claimed by the Southern Pacific. 
The laud amounts to 117 000 000 acres, and is 
estimated to ba worttf £40,000,000. 
The Labor 'Convention. 
P hiladelphia, January llth .—Treasurer 
Lennon, in an interview regarding the mat­ 
ters to be discussed by the Labor Convention 
on Saturday, said : “ a e do not expect to 
nominate a candidate for the Presidency. 
The object of the conference is to consider 
what is best to be done. Perhaps the cDnfer- 
euce may order the celling of a National Con­ 
vention, to be held after those of toe two 
great parties, to indorse the candidate who 
is the best exponent of our views, or the 
party which will insert our plank in their 
platform. That plank is the protection of 
American industries and American labor. ’ 
Secretary Turner, of the Knight* of Libor, 
says that that organization will take no notice 
of the convention. 
Shocking Heath of a Homan 
B altimore, January llth. — Mrs. Mary 
Hubbard, a widow living near Federalsburg, 
Md., committed suicide last night by burning 
herself to death. She had been very melan­ 
choly since her husband died several years 
ago, and once before tried to set fire to her 
clothing. About dark last evening Mr. Bow* 
dell, at whose house she was living, missed 
her. Seeing a fire in the woods, he hastened 
to it, and discovered Mrs. Hubbard ablaze 
from head to foot, rolling on the grouuu in 
agony, though never uttering a cry or moan. 
She had taken her thick woolen dress off, 
and also her bonnet. 
Her undergarments 
were quick fuel for the flames. Mr. Bowdell 
made every effort to extinguish tr e tire, and 
w#* himself severely burned. The lady lived 
but a few hours after being injured, 
'llore Body Snatching In Illinois. 
Chicago, January llth .—On the night cf 
January 2d the bodies of four male paupers 
were stolen from the Cook County Infirmary 
morgue, located at Jefferson. The matter 
was kept quiet by the officials of the infirm­ 
ary until today. It seems that it was the 
practice of the morgue office to hold the 
bodies of paupers two or three days during 
the winter season, awaiting friends to claim 
tha bodies. On the night in question the 
watchman was asleep, when the thieves drove 
up with a wagon aud deliberately stole the 
coffin?, bodies and shrouds. The County 
Commissioners wero informed at their meet- 
iug to-day, and concluded to offer a reward of 
$1,000 for the apprekemion of the thieves.

It is also believed that it 
will lead to a more general and immediate 
application to horticulture and viticulture, as 
well as a development of the foothill valleys.

Among 
the 
numerous 
philanthropic 
agencies at work in this city there is one 
«ailed “ The Theatrical Mission,” and a 
desire to keep your readeis informed with 
reference to the latest novelties led me re­ 
cently to take a peep behind the scenes. 
The headquarters are in one of the Btreets 
leading out of Covent Garden Market, 
within six minutes’ walk of twenty-two of 
London's forty theaters. 
There is nothing 
outside to distinguish the building from an 
ordinary dwelling house. 
In fact it is 
partly used as such, and the families occu­ 
pying it are evidently of the true English 
type, for I was preceded in my ascent of 
the stairs by a burly drayman with a bar­ 
rel of double X on his shoulders. 
I found 
the Secretary, Mr. Courthope Todd, in a 
small office on the third floor. 
He was 
busy with his books, and another gentle­ 
man present was equally busy devouring a 
eold luncheon. 
But b >th were courteous 
and very communicative. 
Evidently there 
is nothing about their work that they 
wish to conceal ; indeed they seemed rather 
pleased than otherwise at the prospect of 
having the 


MISSION BROUGHT INTO NOTICE. 
A 8 its name implies, this society operates 
among those connected with the theatrical 
profession. 
There are supposed to be 
about 7,000 of these in England—2,000 
regular actors and actresses, 4.000 young 
women and girls engaged in the ballet, in 
chorus woik and as waitresses, and 1,000 
men and boys doing mechanical and menial 
work about the theaters. 
Most of these 
are employed in London, and a few years

A reading-room is also at their Bervice, and 
every day or two, at .1 P. m,, some lady 
drives up to the place and gathers the 
youths together for a Bible lesson. 
But 
this is a new enterprise and is as yet very 
indifferently patronized.

sion in its full vigor we must return to the

the sale of fancy work, many of the pretty 
articles an exhibition having been made by 
the beneticianes of the institution, a few 
of whom, very daintily attired and not at 
all wanting in good looks, were helping the 
ladies to dispose of the things to the few 
purchasers present. 
The children’s rooms 
are in the basement, and these for the 
present are used as a place of refreshment 
for the young lady artistes. 
A glance 
through the open ooor revealed a score or 
more of these sipping tea and engaged in 
animated conversation. 
They weredressed 
for the street, and looked like anything 
but objects of charity. 
The hum of talk 
ceased for a moment, and all eyes were 
turned toward the stranger, giving him in 
tu-n a good opportunity to Bean the faces 
of the novel company. There were blondes 
and brunettes of all degrees of coloring— 
the coloring not being natural in every 
case—and tiken altogether I must say 
they were a cheerful, pleasant lot of girls 
to look upon, with far 


MORE CHARMS OF COUNTENANCE 
Than actresses are proverbially supposed 
to possess when not behind the foot­ 
lights. 
From the interested way in which 
Borne returned my hasty glance, I was 
impressed that had my own looks been 
more in my favor it would not have been 
difficult to strike up a harmless flirtation, 
hut under the circumstances this was out 
of the question, and I retreated as hastily 
as possibly and sought a tete-a-tete with 
the courteous Secretary, who explained to 
me more fully what the Mission was seek­ 
ing to accomplish and the methods of work 
employed. 
The object is to promote the 
moral and religious welfare of these girls. 
It is felt that they are exposed to great 
temptation. 
After 
morning 
rehearsal, 
which is genersl y over by 2 o’clock, they 
have nothing to do until the evening per­ 
formance, and many, but for the shelter 
afforded by this retreat, would spend the 
time on the streets, and much of it, per­ 
haps, in public houses. 
At these rooms 
they get refreshments at cost price, and 
have wholesome books and papers to rend. 
Usually, too, their names and addresses 
are ascertained, and this makes it possible 
to approach them in their homes by per­ 
sonal visits and letters. 
Each girl whose 
name aDd address are known is written to 
regul ir!y once a month. 


IT WARPS OF 700 RADIES 
Are engaged m this work, tne letters con­ 
taining wholesome moral and Unristian 
advice, expressed, I am told, in the kind­ 
est and most delicato words. 
The remain 
der of the information I gleaned from Mr. 
Todd respecting this singular organization 
can be best conveyed perhaps in regular 
interview form. 
“ What class of actresses does your mis­ 
sion reach V 
1 inquired. 
Mr. Todd— It is meant for all classes, 
but it is only occasionally that we can do 
anything with those standing high in their 
profession. 
We work mostly among the 
ballet and chorus gitIa. and the regular 
visitors to our rooms belong almost exclu­ 
sively to thi3 class. 
But they are very 
numerous in 1. indon. 
Last Christmas 
Drury Lane employed 2,(XXI, and that the­ 
ater will probably have quite as many en­ 
gaged this year. 
These gnls come from 
the artisan and small tradesman class. 
They have few home comforts and hardly 
any training. 
About 4 000 of these use 
«ur rooms in the course of the year, and 
the Boys' Institute has about 200 members. 
We have brandies also in the provinces—at 
Bristol a very effective one. 
In these 
places the traveling companies are visited 
and labored with at their lodgings. 
“ Do you seek to induce them to give up 
the stage ?” 
Mr. 1*. 
\ it at first ; nor at all, in fact, 
except indirectly. 
We are charged with 
seeking 1 1 get these girls to leave the pro­ 
fession and snpport themselves hy making 
ulsters at wages not sufficient to keep body 
and soul together. 
But this is false. 
We 
try to instill proper ideas of religion and 
W orship into their minds ; that is all. 
Of 
course, if. with their new light, they come 
to the conclusion that they want to follow 
a different occ upation, wo are only too glad 
to help them. 
Without being solicited by 
ns to do so, some seventy or eighty girls 
have already abandoned the stage, and 
they tell ns they would rather sweep the 
streets than go back to it again. 
Those 


who leave, still have the ubb of our rooms, 
and every Thursday afternoon a special 
meeting is held for their benefit. 
“ Is not the existence of your society 
rather in the nature of a reflection on the 
theatrical profession ? ’ 
Mr. T .—Not at all. 
W e are simply 
doing in systematic and continuous form 
what the London City Mission, with the 
co-operation of theater managers, has been 
doing irregularly for a long time, 
W e 
gather these girls from the streets and sur­ 
round them with moral safeguards. 
They 
frequently come out of curiosity, and they 
like us so well that they get into the habit 
of coming. 
A few evenings ago a couple 
of giddy things came in for the first time, 
and after staying awhile, they remarked 
that they just came for a lark, but it was 
“ so awfully jo lly ” they intended to eome 
again. 
When the theatrical passion for 
powdering the face had been gratified in 
front of one of our mirrors, they were ready 
for another street promenade, and departed 
with a feeling toward our mission wnich 
will no doubt cause them to be frequent 
visitors. 
“ What is your observation as to the 
morale of these girls ?*’ 
Mr. T .— Well, really, you might call 
iur work a mission to the fallen, though 
we keep that idea in the background. 
What could you expect from these girls 
with the example they have, in the loose 
morals of many high in the profession, and 
witb the exciting and irregular life they 
live ? 
I find, too, that many have the 
loosest possible notions in regard to what 
common honesty means. 
For a long time 
several visit irs have supplied my wife with 
bananas, and we learned finally, to our 
great mortification, that the fruit we rel­ 
ished so much had been obtained in not the 
most honorable way from Covent Garden 
market. 
Still, many of them are strictly 
virtuous, and such as these, considering 
their surroundings, deserve all credit. 
1 
know, too, that in all ranks of the pro­ 
fession there are young women who are 
true Christians—who live a godly and de­ 
vout life. 
They Btay on the stage because 
they have sick or aged relatives dependent 
upon them, and they must earn money. 
“ I strive for success,” one of them writes, 
“ not for myself, but for others.” 
“ Are replies received to maDy of th e le t­ 
ters th a t are w ritte n ?” 
Mr. T .—No ; hardly any are answered. 
Many of the girls are uneducated, and they 
are all very indifferent on religious sub­ 
jects. Not one in a hundred goes to church. 
The ladies who do the writing sometimes 
get discouraged and stop, and very likely, 
when the letters cease, some response is 
evoked, which shows that the recipient 
liked to read, though she did not answer 
them. 
Ail these theatrical girls are re­ 
markably intelligent. Intelligence, indeed, 
is the watchword. 
It is more in demand 
for the stage than either beauty of face or 
comliness of form, for both these can be 
made up. 
“ Are the patrons of your society pa­ 
trons of the theater also !” 
Mr. T .—Our managers are not, but no 
doubt among our 700 lady letter writers 
there aie many who go to witness the best 
class of dramatic representations. 
As to' the feelings entertained for the 
Theatrical Mission by the lessees of the 
leading London theaters, Mr. Todd said 
that some were for and some very much 
against it. 


ITS MOST UNRELENTING FOE 
Ib Augustus Harris, of Drury Lane. 
Mr. 
and .Mrs. Kendal, and Mr. and Mrs. Ban­ 
croft were excellent people, Mr. Todd re­ 
marked, and they naturally favored any 
effort to benelit those in the lower ranks. 
He spoke also in the most eulogistic terniB 
of Wilson Barrett, of the Princess The­ 
ater. 
None of these, he said, had as yet 
been asked for money, but as the work ex­ 
tended, they no doubt would be. 
Mr. 
Todd seemed to feel that the London stage, 
though patronized so extensively hy the 
clergy, 
was degenerating. 
Sunday re­ 
hearsals are now qnite common, and he 
fears it will not be long before plays are 
produced on that day. 
In this, however, 
I did not agree with him, as I had not 
previously agreed in the low estimate of an 
actor and actress who are now in America. 
Speaking of America, Mr. Todd informed 
me that large numbers of young English 
girls are trained in London and shipped 
every season to sustain ballet and chorus 
parts in the theaters of the United States, 
and he added that most er these come 
back ruined. 
He was not aware tbat there 
was any theatrical mission in New York 
city, 
but 
he certainly thought 
there 
was need of one.

ARTESIAN WILLS. 


DESCRIPTION OF SOME OF THOSE IN 
TOLARB COUNTY. 


THE 
NAILS. 


The Dails are structures which are very 
nearly like the epidermiB and the hair, 
composed of a hard, horny matter ar­ 
ranged in ths form of cilia. 
They are, in­ 
deed, only altered portions of the external 
or epidermal layer of the skin, and rest 
upon taeir nail beds in much the same 
manner as the epidermis or scarf-skin lies 
on the true skin or derma. 
We speak of 
the root and the body of the nail—the 
root being that portion towards the hand 
which is situated beneath the skin, the 
body all the rest of the nail. 
The matrix 
is the bed upon which the nail rests and to 
which it is firmly adherent. 
Nails grow 
from the root, just as do the hairs, and 
only slide over their matrix or bed, so that 
an injury to the matrix, such as slivers 
beneatn the uail, or run arounds, or even 
a bad bruise, need not cauBe a disfigured 
nail other than of the portion directly in­ 
jured ; 
whereas, injury or disease of its 
root will generally cause a distorted and 
disfigured nail. 
I have seen a bruise at 
the root, and in one instance the sting of a 
bee over the root of the nail, followed by 
an irregulaily formed nail, which lasted 
for a long time. 
Thus, also, eczema at­ 
tacking the hand, may affect the ends of 
the lingers, er even the sides at the ends, 
and the nails remain perfect ; hut when it 
is located on the backs of the fiDgers, and 
involves the roots of the nails, tne latter 
rarely if ever escape distortion and mal- 
growth. 
Naiis seldom fail to give indication of 
sickness which has been at all severe, by 
an arrest of development which has taken 
place in the root at the period of sickness. 
Some studies have been made in this di­ 
rection which may not prove uninteresting 
or without value in the present condition, 
which we will quote from Mr. Will on. 
A 
French physician, Dr. Beau, has observed 
that the nails of the feet are four times 
slower in their growth than thos» of the 
hands. 
The latter increase in length one- 
thirtieth of an inch in one week, while the 
naiis of the toes require four weeks for the 
same amount of increase. 
According to 
him, the length of the thumb-nail, inelud­ 
ing the root that is hidden from*Bight, is 
eight lines—tiiat is, twenty millimeters ; 
consequently, the period occupied in the 
growth of 
that nail would be twenty 
weeks, or five months. 
In like manner, 
the nail of the great toe, measuring in 
length nine lines and a half, or twenty- 
four millimeters, and requiring four times 
the period of the thumb nail, would con­ 
sume ninety-six weeks, or nearly two 
years, in its growth.—(Manufacturer and 
Builder.

Tne Transform ation of Form er Barren 
Land to G reatest Productiveness 
and 
High Value. 


A correspondent of the San Francisco 
Post, under recent date, writes from Tu­ 
lare, in this State, concerning the artesian 
wells in that vicinity, as follows : 
Since I wrote you on the Gth instant, in 
which I presented your readers with a gen­ 
eral view of the artesian belt of Tulare 
county (and in which I touched briefly 
upon the process of sinking wells in this 
section, aud the expense attending such 
undertakings) and promised you a continu­ 
ation of correspondence descriptive of a 
number of tbe wells, quality of lands ad­ 
jacent and agricultural possibilities, 
I 
have rambled to and fro all over the area 
glanced at heretofore, and will proctcd to 
a transposition from my nt tis taken at the 
different 
v. ells 
from 
their 
respective 
owners. 
j . T. u h is m 's w k l u 
J. T. Chism, whom I found at Fage & 
Morton’s farm, is an old resident of Stock­ 
ton, having lived in that city and near 
there for many years. 
His attention was 
turned toward this county, he said, after 
reading descriptions of the wells here in 
the Post last summer, and iu the Tulare 
county papers subsequen'ly. 
He had a 
good deal of faith in the “ rolling stone ” 
proverb, he said : still, he at last made up 
his mind that he hadn’t gathered a very 
large amount of moss at Stockton and con­ 
cluded to roll along fuither south. 
He 
first leased a portion of the Page k Morton 
ranch early in the spring of 1SS3, and dur 
ing the summer commenced the boring of 
a well in section 30, township 20, range 24, 
at a point about four miles southeast of the 
railroad depot at Tulare. 
He got several 
spurts of water at various depths, but 
kept on sicking until he get down to 500 
feet, when a tremendouB volume of water 
was reached. 
It took four men 27 days to 
complete this well, which is seven inches 
in size (diameter) and has a flow of five 
inches. 
This well cost $1,234, which was 
the largest amount ever paid for a well in 
this section of country. 
Mr. Ctiism ac­ 
counts for this, partly, because he was in a 
hurry, and w as’willing to pay extra rates 
to have the work commenced at once. The 
$1,234, 
however, includes all disburse 
ments, including board for four men, pay 
of cook, piping, hauling, feed of horses, 
etc. 
Mr. Chism has 17S acres of land, a 
great portion of which he will improve the 
coming year. 
He already has a good barn, 
and is now building a reservoir which be 
intends shall hold enough water from which 
to irrigate 150 acres. 
Most of this land is 
as good as any that exists anywhere in the 
State, and will yield immense crops of 
either vegetables or grain. 


p a g e & m o r t o n ’s w e l l s . 


The next place I visited was the ranch 
of Page k Morton, where 1 first met Mr. 
ChiEDi. 
They have three excellent wells, 
one of 320 feet, seven inches in size, and 
two inches in flow, in Bection 8, township 
20, rang£ 24 ; another is 330 feet, seven 
inches In size, and two-inch flow, in sec­ 
tion 13, township 20, range 23 : and a third 
of 3!K) feet, seven inches in size, and IA- 
inch flow, 
in section 7, township 20, 
range 24. 
Messrs. Page k Morton have 
about 3,000 acres of excellent land in all. 
portions of which were formerly Govern­ 
ment and railroad lands, which they pur­ 
chased for a mere song, of course ; but 
which are worth now, with these «bree 
flowing wells, at least from $35 to $50 an 
acre. 
The country hereabouts is much 
like that extending from San Mateo to 
Gilroy, upon the liue of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad, being either level or slightly 
rolling, and dotted all over with oaks, from 
which both fuel aud fencing are easily ob­ 
tained. 
The 330 foot well has just been 
lowered to 500 feet, and an additional flow 
has been Becured, 
During the past season 
these farmers raised 500 acres of Egyptian 
corn, which yielded about 20 sacks to the 
acre, and sold for $1 40 per hundred on the 
ground. 
The firm used the greater part of 
it, however, for feed for horses and hogs. 
The reader will bear in mind that in rais­ 
ing Egyptian corn (which is fed to horses 
in place of barley in this country) all that 
has to be done is to wet the ground once 
(if it does not rain just as the farmer wants 
it) for plowing and planting, after which 
no further irrigation and not much work 
is 
needed.

Page 
A 
Morton 
also 
produced 
a 
good 
deal 
of 
mil­ 
let 
the 
past 
Beason, 
the 
seeds 
and 
roots of which are greedily devoured by 
hogs, while seed for planting brings 25 
cents a pound on the ranch. 
They also 
have 000 acres of alfalfa, part of which 
they feed green and part make into hay, 
for sale and for feed. 
Besides a good 
many horses and cattle, these men have 
5,000 sheep and 3,000 hogs, all of which 
are fed on alfalfa, which was cut four times 
during the present year. 
This ranch is 
only about two miles and a little over from 
the railway Btation at Tulare. 


j, u . Cr e ig h t o n ’s w e l l s. 


J. M. Creighton is a well-known Cali­ 
fornian, biing a leading man of Tulare 
county, and one of the most hospitable, 
liberal and progressive. 
He owns a very 
superior piece of property of about 0,000 
acres ; and, up to tbe time he sunk hie 
first well, made a business of stock-raising, 
in the usual way of ranchmen of Southern 
California. 
His ranch, or home, is about 
six miles from Tulare, and he has lived 
here thiiteen years. 
His lands are partly 
what are tirmed low bottom lands, por­ 
tions of which border on Tulare lake, and 
are generally good grazing ranges, whether 
the seasons are good or indifferent. 
He 
has three artesian wells—one 300 feet, 7 
inches in size, *21 inch flow, in section 0, 
township 21, range 24 ; another of 320 
feet, 7 inches in size aud 2 inch flow, in 
section 5, township 21, range 24 ; aud a 
third of 310 feet, 10 inches in size and 
2-ineh flow, in section 5, township 21, 
range *24. 
In conversation with Mr. Creigh­ 
ton, who is a very entertaining gentleman, 
he stated that he thought that if the rail­ 
road company could get a flowing well at 
Tipton, a few miles away, he also could 
get one. 
He sank his first well in June, 
1552, aud during the past Beason he ir­ 
rigated, with well 
No. 1, 28 acres of 
orchard and viueyard 
and 75 acres of 
barley. 
In July, 
18S2, Mr. Creighton 
sank his second well, and with its waters 
(which are not yet reservoired) irrigated 
75 acres of slfalfa, 10 acres of corn, 10 of 
sugarcane and 5 of potatoes, in all 100 
acres. 
His third well was sunk in March, 
1853, and from its waters he irrigated 
nearly 00 acres 
all the laud he could 
put into readiness for anything that late in 
the season. 
His largest well is close by 
one of the former ones, but does not affect 
the flow of either iu the least. Mr. Creigh­ 
ton says that he can irrigate 3Q0 acres with 
these three wells and have plenty of water 
to spare, while, with a perfect system of 
reservoirs, he could irrigate mnch more. 
Alfalfa, he says, can be grown 100 acres to 
the well, and this needs more water than 
anything else 
at least odcb after each 
cutting- which was four times the present 
season. 
Mr. C. says that the past two sea­ 
sons were as dry as any he has ever seen 
in Tulare county, but that barley ana 
Egyptian corn only need irrigating once. 
His first two wells (032 feet in all) cost 
$1,070, or only about $500 each, which in­ 
cluded hauling the casing six miles from 
Tulare. 
The borers worked just nine days 
on each well. 
The third well cost $700, 
hut Mr. C. got $500 worth of beans from 
eight acres of land near said well in six 
months afterwards. 
Mr. Creighton, who 
does a very large and successful business 
in raising stock, believes that large owners 
of land should cut up their ranches into 
small farms, and he is ready now to sell 
twenty-acre or forty-acre plats of land to 
good men at liberal rates aud on easy terms. 
After spending some four or live hours at 
Mr. Creighton’s, we departed, and soon 
after arrived at 


H R . D E W E T 'S W E L L , 
Which is 308 feet deep, seven inches in 
size, and 
has a splendid flow of three 
inches. 
This well is situated in section 7, 
township 21, range 24. 
Mr. 
Dewey is 
more of a journalist than a farmer, having 
been one of the editors of a Visalia paper 
for many years. 
Still, he managed to get 
enough water at a depth of 30S feet to irri­ 
gate 100 acres with daring tne past year, 
and already has quite a large area iu alfalfa, 
which Beems to be the favorite production 
throughout the artesian belt. 
It is here, 
sb elsewhere iu California where water may­ 
be had íd plentiful supply, that alfalfa may 
be made the most profitable of all the pro­ 
ducts of the soil. 
There is no doubt but 
that an industrious, capable man, witb an 
artesian well and a hundred acres in al­ 
falfa, cando a very superior dairy business, 
as he can raise about five crops a year, 
with which he may feed from 200 to *250 
cattle, and a few sheep, hogs and horses. 


THB WONDERS OF ALFALFA CLOVER. 


A few days ago I met E. W . S. Woods, 
a practical farmer of long experience in this 
State and elsewhere, who says that one 
acre of alfalfa, with facilities for watering 
from artesian Welle, will keep three cows 
or three horses a year. 
He informed me 
tbat during the season just passed he had 
cut between five and six tons of alfalfa 
(clover) bay per acre. 
He cut it three 
times duriDg the season, and then let all 
kinds of stock run on it for nearly three 
months. 
He does not consider that his 
laud is quite so rich as most of the land in 
this section, and will pnt a good portion of 
it, as soon as he can, to vinep, fruit and 
grain. 
All the farmers hereabout declare 
that one acre of alfalfa properly watered 
and properly cut will feed from eight to 
ten sheep either for wool or for market. 
There is no telling how many hogs may be 
raised to the acre, as they are only allowed 
to run on it during tbe early spring and 
fall. 
Hogs are fed on alfalfa, hay and corn 
a few weeks betore sending them to market, 
which alone puts them iu good marketing 
condition. 
Hogs will pay as an adjanet of 
a dairy better than in any other way, 
becamse they will get fat on the alfalfa left 
hy all other animals (except Bheep), and 
the offal of a dairy. 
Forty acres of alfalfa 
will maintain eighty 
well 
bred 
cows 
a year, and assure a constant and copious 
flow 
of 
rich 
hatter 
and 
cheese, 
yielding milk for at least 
ten 
months 
in 
the 
year 
from 
each 
cow. 
It 
is 
a noteworthy fact that, while many varie­ 
ties of hay and forage plants may arrest 
the flow of milk, alfalfa and alfalfa hay 
seem to excite and stimulate the functions 
of lacteal Bnpply. 
A great many owners 
of wells are already preparing to go into 
the dairy ibusiness, it promises so wi 11. 
It is well known that there are fields of al­ 
falfa in Mussel Slough and Visalia swamp 
that regularly yield from eight to ten tons 
of hay per acre per annum ; and it is fair 
to assume that the yield in this section, 
when the plant becomes fully rooted, and 
its care in catting and watering is more 
perfect, will be fully as heavy as it can be 
shown to be any where in the State. 
This 
part of the San Joaqnin valley is beginning 
to Bhow indications of a settlement by a 
first-rate class of people, as the lands are 
very cheap, and there Í8 artesian water, 
water, water, almost everywhere, and all 
that can be drank by either man, beast, 
tree, grass, flower or shrub. 
I notice that 
a number of parties are buyiDg lands cor­ 
nering on each other, and going in together 
to Bink wells. 
This is very good way tor 
men with sparse means, as one well is al­ 
ways good for 100 acres, even of alfalfa, or 
25 acres for each of four men. 
Tne reader 
will bear in mind that it takes more water 
for alfalfa than for any other production— 
twice as much as it does for barley. 


w h a t d e w e y ’s w e l l w il l d o . 


John F. Barch, who is l irgely acquainted 
in this connty, and who has given a good 
deal of time in gathering information re­ 
garding these artesian wells 
and what 
they will do, I met at Mr. Dewey’s place 
just after he bad been takiDg measure­ 
ments ; 
and he informed me that Mr. 
Dewey s well of seven inches in size and 
three inches in flow would just do won­ 
ders. 
It seems that Mr. Dewey has a 
tank surrounding his well of eight feet by 
twelve, and five feet deep—or 4x0 cub.c 
feet. 
Experiment showed that the well 
would fill this tank in just six minutes. 
Now, by multiplying the cubical contents 
of the tank (450 cubic feet) by 1,728 (tbe 
number of cubic incheB in a gallon) we 
found that Mr. Dewey's tank held about 
359ji gallons ; 
that the flow per minute 
would be about 59J gallons or 8 0 ,19S gal­ 
lons every twenty-four hours, or enough, 
to further illustrate, to cover one acre with 
water to the deptb of two feet eight inches 
or a little over.

But if this is a pretty good exhibit of 
what may be done with an artesian well of 
a three-inch flow over a seven inch casing, 
let us proceed to Miss Mattie Smith’s well, 
in section 2, township 23, range 24, which 
is 550 feet deep, and has a 5.{ inch flow- 
over an eight-inch casing. 
Ttiis is the 
ticest artesian well I have ever seen in Cal­ 
ifornia and is situated near the eastern 
boundary of the section, 100 yards away 
from two very pretty and level quarter sec­ 
tions, which Mr. Smith, the father of the 
young lady who owns the well, íb trying to 
buy, aud distant from Tipton station|about 
eight miles, or from Tulare eighteen. Miss 
Mattie Smith is a school teacher here­ 
abouts, and owns 100 Sores, which she took 
up in September, 1SS2. 
This well cost 
$1,000, and took thirty-one days to com­ 
plete. 
The day that the watsr came up 
Miss Smith's father gave a man $1.200 for 
the possessory claim to the northeast quar­ 
ter of Bection 2, or $7 50 per acre—all of 
the railroad and Government lands imme­ 
diate having been taken, the former at 
uniform rates of $4 50 an acre. The $1,000 
included all expenses, such as hauling the 
casing from the railroad statieo, board for 
four men and feed for horses thirty-one 
days. 
When I visited this well a few 
daya ago Mr. Smith and 
sod had eight 
horses plowing, they having about con­ 
structed enough ditches 
to 
di.-tribute 
the water pretty well over 320 acres. 
They expect to try 100 acres in wheat this 
year, and plant for pcrmaneut use 100 
acres of alfalfa. 
So, while Miss Mattie 
teaches the young idea how to shoot at the 
VVoodv lie 
school, 
her father aDd big 
brother are cultivating the land purchased 
from her salary as teacher. 


COMPARISON OF TWO GOOD WELLS. 


Wht n we come to take these results, 
says the 
r, and deduce from them 
a general rule by- which we may ascertain 
the number of gallons discharged by an­ 
other well having diflerent dimensions, or 
even the same dimensions, but differently 
situated, we find too many unknown quan­ 
tities to admit of exactness. 
Even it the 
wells all had the same source of supply the 
volume of water dischargedwor.il be af­ 
fected by the element! of velocity and 
friction. 
But as a matter of fact, the deep 
wells have an entirely different source from 
the shallow ones. 
Mr. Dewey’s well is 
only medium-sized. 
It has a 3-inch flaw 
over a 7-inch casing, hut it only reaches 
the first water-bearing stratum. 
Miss Mattie Smith’s well, at Tipton, has 
a oj-inch flow over an S-inch casing, and 
penetrates several distinct water-bearing 
strati. 
Bising his calulations on the dif­ 
ference in sizes of castings aud flows, in a 
comparison between Mies Smith’s well and 
Mr. Dewey’s, Mr. Barch obtained the re­ 
sults given below : 
As the areas of circles are to each other 
as the square of their diameters, we have 
the following proportion with which to as­ 
certain tbe length of time required by the 
Smith well to till Mr. Dewey’s tank :

In other words, Miss Smith’s well yields 
S, 172\ gallons per hour, or 196,054 gallons 
every twenty-four hours (as against Dew­ 
ey’s ot SO 198), or enough to cover an acre 
of ground to a depth of 5 feet 0 inches. 
At the very liberal rate of one foot of 
water to the acre, it will be seen that a 
quarter section may be irrigated all over 
once a month if necessary, from an artesian 
well like the one of the lucky- Miss Smith. 


SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


During the night of November 17th the 
snow in the valley of Storeivdal. in Cen­ 
tral Norway (between 01* and 62* north 
latitude), was covered with a layer of 
black and gray dust of probable volcanic 
origin. 
The Building ATcips, speaking of the re­ 
sults of the researches of Schliemann, says 
that the Greek story of Illion accords with 
the discoveries at Hissarlik, and the con­ 
clusion is inevitable that the Homeric 
Troy could have been on no other site. 
In an article on the protection of iron 
from rust, Van Rustrand's Magazine says 
that iron to be buried in damp earth may 
be coated with a mixture of 100 parts of 
resin (colophony), 25 part of gutta-percha 
and 50 parts of paraffine, to which 20 parts 
of magnesia and some mineral oil have 
been added. 
From a large Dumber of experiments 
with the an ten Die of insects, C J. A. Porter 
is led to conclude (1) that the antenna* are 
not the organ of any one or of any combi­ 
nation of what we call the five senses— 
hearing, seeing, smelling, feeling and tast­ 
ing ; (2) that tne power of direction does 
not lie in the antencie, and (3 ) that the an­ 
tenna* are the organ of some sense not 
possessed by us. 
From the observations taken at Colon hy 
the engineers engaged on the Panama In- 
teroceanic Canal, De Lssseps finds, accord­ 
ing to his paper read tefore the Academy 
of Sciences, on November 20th, that the 
great earthquake wave caustd by the re 
cent disturbances at Java would appear to 
have made its way across the Indian and 
Atlantic Oceans, round the Cape of Good 
Hope, to the east coast of Central America 
in abont thiity hours. 
This is, perhaps, the most comprehen­ 
sive, and it certainly is the most character­ 
istic, paragraph in the posthumous paper 
by Mr. Darwin on instinct read before the 
Linnean Society, London, on December 
0th : 
“ It may not be logical, but In my 
imagination it is far more satisfactory, to 
look at the young cuckoo ejecting its foster 
brothers, ants making slaves, the larva of 
the ichneumunidas feediDg within the live 
bodies of their prey, cats playing with 
mice, otters and cormorants with living 
tish, 
not as instincts specially given by 
the Creator, but as very small parts of one 
general law leading to the advancement of 
all organic bodies—multiply, vary, let the 
etrongeet live and the weakest die.” 
The 
above contains the substance of the whole 
memoir, and it will, no doubt, form the 
text of those who may attempt to confute 
the theory of the great student of nature 
whoBe death was mourned the other day 
by the world of science.

If anv orchardist doubts the desirability 
of the French prunes as a safe investment 
for a certain future income, says the Press 
and Horticulturist, we refer him to E. J. 
Knapp, of Carpenteria, who has just mar­ 
keted this season's crop from one acre and 
a half of land. 
In planting an orchard six 
years ago, Mr. Knapp only set out ¿00 
prune trees, not knowing how well they 
would thrive. 
From the very first they 
have been vigorous and thrifty, needed but 
little care, and they commenced bearing 
tiie first year. 
This, the dry season they 
have had to contend with, had seemingly 
no ill effect on them, and each tree was 
litera’ly loaded with fruit. 
After the 
gathering and drying, just completed, Mr. 
Knapp fouud he had four tons of dried 
fruit, all in as prime, acceptable condition 
as any foreign prunes ever in market. 
( ’ 
C. Hunt bought the whole crop at once, 
the retail price being l'JA cents per pound. 
This, from an acre and a half of land, is a 
pretty comfortable profit, and the figures 
not exaggerated in the least. 
As Califor­ 
nia dried prunes are equal, if not superior, 
to imported varieties, tüey must command 
a wide aud permanent market. The prune, 
thongh the favorite of ail dried fruits, is a 
decidedly eccentric and difficult tree to 
suit in soil and climatic conditions, and at­ 
tempts to transplant it have utterly failed 
almost everywhere else but in California : 
even here it will only flourish in certain lo­ 
calities. 
Under these circumstances it is 
improbable 
that 
future 
price 
or 
de­ 
mand can be less than now, thongh an ad­ 
vance is likely. 
Even at a net profit of 
less than half the present retail price, 
say five cents per pound, a small family 
could live very comfortably from the income 
of six acres, which would be §1,000 a year, 
or, at the present re t ail price, §4 000. 
Dr. W. G. Kingsbury, European Agent 
of the Southern 1’acitic Kailroad, recently 
wrote the American Settler, published in 
London : “ At t le Birmingham Cattle and 
Poultry Show, the exhibit made at stall 114. 
in the gallery, are the products of Califor­ 
nia, but were received too late to be prop­ 
erly catalogued, and five cases of green 
fruit have arrived in London, but too late 
to appear here. 
The articles now shown 
consists of 15 specimens of barl-y, ¿¿ of 
native grasses, ¿ of canary seeds ; of the 
cultivated grasses there is the celebrated 
alfalf 1, timothy, evergreen millet, Egyp­ 
tian millet, aud Egyptian ccra. 
A speci­ 
men of Japanese aati, an olive branch with 
fruit on i t ; Italian, American and Eastern 
chestnuts, with fruit ; 
a California grape­ 
vine, the growth of this year to September 
1'2'h ; a box of California raisins from 
Briggs Brothers, of Winters, California; a 
variety of tinned fruit from tho San Jose 
Packing Company, al<o of preserves in 
tl iss from the same compiaDy ; three vari­ 
eties of potatoes from Sonoma county, and 
contributed by l\.mona 
Grange.

In the New England Farmer a new way 
to raise cream is desenb.-d. 
It is said to 
be in practical use in Vermont. 
The milk, 
as it is brought in by the farmers from the 
surrounding country, is delivered in an 
upper story of the factory, which is located 
upon a hillside at Colchester. 
From the 
receiving room the milk is rue into large 
iron tanks, some ten feet long by three feet 
in diameter, p 1 iced horizontally, and much 
resembling the bailers of a stat ionary steam 
engine. 
The tanks are made of strong 
boiler iron, and have a man-hole in one 


head for inspection, when inspection is 
necessary. 
About half-way from the bot­ 
tom are large stationary pipes for convey­ 
ing water for cooling or heating the milk, 
aod nnder the bottom and sides are a pair 
of pipes ; within íb a water jacket for the 
same purpose, fitted to revolve and agitate 
the milk, at the same time it is being 
heated. 
An air pump is also being at­ 
tached to the tanks by whicn means a va­ 
cuum more or less perfect can be secured 
above the milk while the eream is rising. 
After the milk enters the tanks, which 
are 
filled 
about 
one-half 
to 
three- 
fourths full, hot water or steam is let 
into the pipes and the temperature rapidly 
raised to 105°, after which cold water takes 
the place of steam, and the temperature is 
reduced to 4CP. 
Tbe heating can be done 
in ten minutes, but the cooling takes a 
much longer time, depending somewhat 
noon the amount of milk in the tauks. 
When the temperature has been reduced to 
95“, the vacuum pump is set to wurk and 
the air exhausted from the space over the 
milk. 
A L“ominster farmer recently broke his 
horse of a “ balky” freak in a very quiet 
(and, as he claims, not a cruel) manner. 
His horse is in excellent tlesh, and shows 
no signs of neglect on the part of his mas­ 
ter. 
He drove him, attached to a rack- 
wagon, to the wood-lot for a small load of 
wood. The animal would not pull a pound. 
He did not beat him with a club, but tied 
him to a tree and “ let him stand.” 
He 
went to the lot at sunset and asked him 
to draw, but he would not straighten a 
tug. 
“ I made up my mind,” eaid the 
fanner, “ when that horse went to the 
barn be would take that load of wood, 
Tbe night was not cold. 
I went to the 
barn, got blankets and covered the horse 
warm, and he stood until morning. 
Then 
he refused to draw. A t noon I went down, 
and he was probably hungry and lonesome. 
He drew that load of wood the fiist time 
I asked him. 
I returned and got another 
load before I fed him. 
I then rewarded 
him with a good dinner, which he eagerly- 
devoured. 
I have drawn several loads 
since. 
Once he refused to draw, but as 
soon as he saw me start for the house he 
started after me with the load. 
A horse 
becomes lonesome and discontented when 
I ft alone, as much so as a person ; and I 
claim this method, if rightly used, is far 


L bs cruel, and is better for both horse and 
man. than to beat the animal with a club.” 
[Fitchburg (Mass ) Sentinel. 
The following is recommended as an ex- 
crtlent combination for fertilizing purposes: 
Mix one bushel of salt with two bushels of 
dry lime under cover, and alliw the mix­ 
ture to decompose gradually, thus forming 
an immediate chemical union of the two 
materials. 
For this purpose the mixture 
should lie at least six weeks before uee, or, 
still better, two or three months, the heap 
being turned over occasionally. 
This salt 
and lime mixture when applied at the rate 
of twenty to thirty bushels per acre, forms 
an excellent top dreseing for crops. 
It acts 
powerfully on the vegetable matter of soils. 
Fifty bushels applied to a turnip field have 
produced aB large a crop as twenty loads of 
barnyard manure. 
It is also destructive 
to insets and grubs iu the soil. 
Like salt, 
it attracts moisture from the air and has 
been found useful against drought. Its de­ 
composing power is remarkable, 
and if 
three or tour bushels of it are mixed with 
a cord of swamp muck the lait r will soon 
be reduced to powder. 
Coarse manure is 
in a similar manner decomposed and made 
fine. 
Sour, wet muck thus treated and 
composted with barnyard manure 
con­ 
stitutes a fertilizer almost as 
valuable 
as the unmixed manure of the barnyard.— 
[Prairie Farmer. 
The Placer Herald oí December 29:h 
says : “ La-t week a party in Auburn sent 
to \V. H. Mills, the Central Pacific Land 
Agent, a box of raisins, raised, cured aud 
packed by William Foster, whose place is 
in the foothills a few miles northeast of 
Lincoln. 
In acknowledging tie receipt of 
them Mr. Mills says: 
‘ A short time ago 
some pait es at Ssn Diego sect to Cnarles 
Crocker a box of raisius, selected with ref­ 
erence to the beauty of the fruit and the 
shill in packing. 
They w>-re the admira 
tion of the whole office. 
When the Foster 
box came I took them down to Mr. 
Crocker’s office for the purpose of compari­ 
son. 
It gives me p'easure to say that it 
was universally admitted - here that t ie 
Lincoln raisins possessed many points of 
superiority. 
They were packed better, 
the skins were more fender, the fruit more 
full and delicious in flavor.’ 
Mr. Mills 
then goes on to say that the comparison 
was a triumph for the foothills over the 
southern part of the S ,ate, where fruit­ 
growing has been established for the past 
twenty-five years. 
Gradually, 
we may 
add, are the no less wonderful merits of 
the foothill country being unfolded.” 


Tnose who have been troubled with the 
wild morning glory—in this part of tbe 
State at least—will be not willing to accept 
the following remedy as a success until 
proven by actual experience : 
A tine which lias -given fanners very serious 
trouble, and in some instances compel!i g them t-> 
abandon p irtl ,ns * f ground wherein it has gained a 
firm rooting, is the wild morning glory. This plant 
Setnls down a root two or three inches in diameter 
and three feet ill length, and its growth is so rank 
as to ch o k e out even pampas gr-.-s 
Heretofore 
en'.ich difficulty lias been experienced in eradicating 
it, but a reliable gentleman of this place is respon 
sihie for the fit dem ent that hogs w ill u >t only thrive 
upon patches of the root, but will completely oblit­ 
erate i , digging up ami turning over the soil in 
or ter to ob’ain wh.it they apparently relish as a 
delicacy. 
If fed with a siight addition of other food 
for variety they can lie inclosed in a portable fence, 
moved from place to place as they clean the ground, 
and will is.-found to thrive upon wnat has in many 
instances been a usel.ss, troublesome growth. 
It is 
sai I th it if confined iu a pampas field, where this 
morning glory is troublesome, thev will clear it 
without injury 10 the pampas 
This item is valu­ 
able in a country where pampas plume and hog 
r. iong are staple industri a and where no little 
trouble has been experienced from the wild vine 
above spoken of.—¡Santa Bvrhara Independent. 
■ Umes Winter, an extensiva sheep-brced- 
er of Au-traha. has recently purchased and 
shipped home from the States seventy-five 
head of young American Merino sheep. 
Ills etitire purchase amounted to a little 
over §¿'2,000. 
He gave §10,000 to Mr. 
Barton, a Vermont breeder, tor four ram 
lambs ; §6 000 to E. Townsend, of New 
York, for fifteen ram lambs and two ycar- 
ling ew es; §1.500 for two ram lambs, 
§1,500 for three yearling ewes, and §1,500 
I for eight yearling ewes to S. 11. Lusk, and 
t oi l \V. Markham, of the same State, 
§1 000 for five ewes. 
It would seem that

tions as these will send the price of Amer­ 
ican Merino sheep on a boom that will 
eclipse the olden days when the sheep men 
of the Northwest first began to awaken to 
t íe importance of the fine-wool industry.

An Eastern paper says : For the last 
two years a couple of buck mountain sheep 
have been running with Mr. Bailey's flock 
in Bull Kun basin. Nevada, and there are 
now between twci t;. »Dd thirty half-breed 
lamb» in the lot. 
They are mostly covered 
with hair, although there is some wool in­ 
terspersed with it. 
They carry their heads 
like the wild sheep, but arc as easily herded 
as their half brothers and sisters of pure 
domestic breed. 
Thay are of course of no 
account for shearing, hut are said to make 
excellent mutton. 
This is the only in­ 
stance of which we have ever heard of the 
crossing of the wild and domestic sheep. 


The only successful method thus far 
found in the Sacramento valley to eradi­ 
cate this troublesome flin t from the field, 
is to remove from the ground every parti­ 
cle of its roots. 
If these rundown “ tnree 
feet in length,” as above stated, it will re­ 
quire a breed of hogs not yet discovered, 
tor, while it would be a libel upon any kind 
of swine yet known to insinuate that they 
are not willing to root for a living, it is an­ 
ticipating altogether too much to expect 
them to penetrate the ground to a depth of 
j three feet, and nothing short of this will 
accomplish the desired object. 


Seven years ago Mr. Dalrymple went to 
Dakota a penniless man. Capitalists backed 
bim with the funds necessary to start his 
big farm of 50,000 acres, on the conditions 
that he was to pay them 7 per cent, on the 
investment and the cost of stocking the 
farm, after which he was to have a one- 
third interest.

were living in the midst of London, Bir­ 
mingham, Manchester, or any other large 
city, I would recklessly disfigure my prem­ 
ises by removing a pane of glass from the 
window of every room, or knocking a hole 
through the outer wall, and placing in the 
opening there created a frame of serim 
gatize, with a glass door for closing, or par­ 
tially closing, it in extremely cold weat ier, 
and I believe that ail the inmates would 
thereby eecape some of the special ills to 
which residents in large towns are liable.” 
To make conrt plaster, take French isin- 
glifs, 1 ounce ; warm water, 1 piut ; gly­ 
cerine, I ounce ; tincture of arnica, halt an 
ounce. 
Soak isinglass in a little warm 
water for ¿4 hours, then evaporate nearly 
all the water by gentle heat. 
Dissi lve the 
residue in a little proof spirits of wine, and 
strain the whole through a piece of open 
linen. 
The st.ained mass should be a stiff 
jelly when cool. 
Stitch a piece of silk or 
satinet on a wooden frame with tacks or 
thread. 
Melt the jelly and apply it to the 
silk thinly and evenly with a badger hair 
brush. 
A second coating must be applied 
when tbe first has dried. 
When both are 
dry apply over the whole surface two or 
three coatings of balsam of I’-ru. 
This 
plaster remains quite pliable and never 
breaks. -

THE 
REPORT OF THE 
TRANSPORTA­ 
TION 
COMMISSIONERS — A 
DEFENSE 
BY THE MAJORITY. 
• 


The report of the Transportation Com- 
u-.issionere has been filed. 
There is not 
mnch (hat is new in it. 
A bout all th at 
has been said and done before or by- th e 
board has had full publication already. 
B at the report possesses value, in being a 
historical record of proceedings before a 
body created by the C onstitution, and 
which history, we venture to say, will, iu 
the not far distant future, come tc be re­ 
garded as one of th e curiosities of this era. 
Perhaps no like official body, invested 
w ith sim ilar powers, so panoplied w ith au­ 
thority and armed w ith such practically 
despotic prerogatives, has ever had exist­ 
ence. 
It is the representative of about all 
th at is anti-republican in our form of gov­ 
ernm ent, since the ruling power has sur­ 
rendered to it power th at rises, in its re­ 
sults, superior to its own, is not amenable 
to the usual processes of review and cor­ 
rection, and can o rly be recalled through 
the dangerous m ethods of constitu'ional 
revolution. 
Perfect unanim ity in such a body may, 
after all, not be desirable at all tunes ; and 
henee, perhaps, it is best for the interest: 
of the State th at it has not prevailed d u r­ 
ing the past year, since the attrition of the 
radical and the conservative elements has 
revealed more clearly than ever before the 
great power possessed by the body, and 
w hat a terrible instrum ent it may become 
for wrong-doing, and how, under the con­ 
trol of wisdom, it may bacouie the con- 


a e rv a to r ot rights and the doer of exact 
justice. 
The history of the present Board is a re­ 
m arkable one. and its report fully discloses 
it. 
It is unnecessary to review it. 
Its 
members, being of one political party, 
were subjected to a pressure, not to say 
persecution, to do the behests of assumed 
leaders of the party, regardless of their 
official obligations, which no constitutional 
body, we venture to say, has before suf­ 
fered. 
T hat there was not a total collapse 
of the Commission testifies to a great deal 
more of stamina in the m ajority than is 
m anifest by the ordinary official who is 
bt set by the clamors of bis partisan friends. 
W e doubt if in any State, at any time in 
the history of our country, such a con- 
icienceless, bold and indefensible attem pt 
was ever m ale by the political managing 
class to seize upon the powers of a consti­ 
tutional organization and direct their ex­ 
ecution. 
l'.ven at this early day intelligent 
Democrats look back w ith something akin 
to shame upon the boycotting proceedings 
and the coercive party measures of last 
spring and summer. 
'The Commission was 
literally stretched upon the political rack, 
and the party thumb-serews were applied 
by self-appointed inquisitors, whose d e­ 
m ands were limitad only by the supposed 
need for party advancem ent in popular 
esteem. 
I t is now seen by the people th at the 
whole aim of the rabid raid of 1SS." upon 
.I s ilailroad Commissioners was, for the 
.a '.n i judgm ent of sworn officials baaed 


upon testim ony and exam ination into all 
m atters and things related to the subjects 
in hand, to substitute the dogm atic and 
unreasoning m andates of irresponsible par­ 
tisan organizations unknow n to the law, 
and unrepresentative of the voice of the 
people, 
I t was, in short, a bold and shameless 
attem pt to invest political “ bosses ” and 
committees w ith 
constitutional powers 
than which neither those of the legislative, 
the executive nor the judicial departm ents 
are superior—to practically work a revolu­ 
tion, and change the form of government. 
For if by threat, intim idation, partisan 
torture and political inquisition, the Rail­ 
road Commissioners can be bidden what to 
do, and what not to do, why should not 
the Legislature, 
the Governor, and the 
Judges of the Courts be iu like manner 
converted into the mere puppets of politi­ 
cal m asters ? 
The report ju st fil-d, w ith a grim sort of 
justice, makes history of these things. 
A 
minority report is to be filed. 
The ma­ 
jority report is defensive of the position of 
the Board against the clamor of last year, 
and in support of its final judgments. 
N aturally the m inority report will repre­ 
sent the radical view, and defend the pro­ 
position to make the burdens of railroads 
heavier and the business more difficult of 
conduct than it has pleased the m ajority 
to decree. 
This m ajority, when the fires through 
which they have passed are taken into ac­ 
count, are certainly justified in the use of 
strong language in defending their posi­ 
tion. 
Thus, the radical proposition for a 
destructive uniform low rate of fares they 
declare was “ calculated to perpetuate the 
very ineoualities prohibited by the Consti­ 
tu tio n .” 
Instead of equitably adjusting 
rates, it absolutely indicted injury upon 
the railroads and the people alike, since it 
discrim inated against the weaker most 
needing, and in favor of the stronger least 
needing low rates, while it required of the 
roads equal service for one rate, under 
varying conditions and circumstances of 
cost and difficulty. 
Instead of this the Commission say they 
have inaugurated w hat the judgm ent of the 
m ajority deems “ a safe, steady and for­ 
ward ihovement, in the confidence and 
st-ength of th at intelligent conservatism 
which is progress in the right direction.” 
And in another place, recurring to this 
much m isunderstood aDd much abased sub­ 
ject of uniform ity of rates, th at has been 
so largely the capital stock of the dema­ 
gogic press, the Commission says : “ The 
circum stantial and conditional factors of 
transport (tion are the adm itted and neces­ 
sary criterions of its cost and value, and 
are each and all of them inconsistent with 
any theory of unconditional uniform rates 
of fare and freight.” 
I t adds, by way of 
illustration, th at “ to impose such rates 
upon the Central Pacific Company and the 
leased lines under its management, at rent­ 
als ranging from S100 to §5, HU per mile, 
would be to make some of them bankrupt 
pensioners upon others—convert relations 
beneficial to all into penalties upon such as 
have the least to gain by them —to substi­ 
tu te for reasonable compensation a rule of 
rank injustice, subject to which not one of 
them could have been constructed ; and to 
arrest their extension to districts in squalid 
w ant of them , upon the mere pretense of 
favoring those who have them .” 
The question of the effect of the reduc­ 
tions is discussed, but it will be more 
profitable to aw ait the practical results 
than now consider the probabilities or 
possibilities. 
The 
Commissioners say, 
however, th at in w hat they have done 
they “ have not attem pted to do impossi­ 
ble things, nor to reverse or revise the 
C onstitution, 
the 
irrepiessible laws of 
trade, or the equally enduring principles 
of transportation,” which is the equivalent 
of uttering the tru th th at radical wonld-be 
reformers have attem pted precisely such 
irrational tasks, a fact the history of rail­ 
road regulation in California fully sustains. 
Referring to the arbitrary freight rate 
reduction proposed by th e m inority, the 
Commission says : 
“ I t proceeds upon the 
discarded hypothesis th at all rates are too 
high in the same proportion ; and thus, 
w itoout checking or comparing them , rests 
upon proposed reductions in the same ratio. 
In short, it proposes a blind movement, 
w ithout method and w ithout such pre­ 
requisite exam inations and equations of 
existing rates, as shall make the proportion 
of one schedule subserve the doable pu r­ 
pose of reduction and regulation.” 
W ith regard to the range of the discus­ 
sions before the Commission, and concern­ 
ing its duties during the rage of 1SS3 the 
Board very incisively and correctly de­ 
clares th at it w ent beyond the legitimate 
line of their consideration, was “ unprofit­ 
able and uninstructive ” and irrelevant 
and foreign to any duty it had to perform. 
For as the Commission says, as a consti­ 
tutional tribunal w ith well defined official 
functions, to be exercised as provided by 
the law, and im partially to both shipper 
and carrier, it m ust act in a judicial spirit, 
as do the Courts of record. 
As it3 decrees 
are by law declared in advance 
“ just 
and reasonable,” it follows th at to make 
them so in tact “ they m ust, w ithout pref­ 
erence of person or corporation, be based 
upon the varying conditions of the service, 
and be a reasonable recompense therefor.” 
The Board warmly denies the intim ation 
th at the political rage and the storm of 
abuse and threatenings of last year in any 
manner affected it or influenced its judg­ 
ment. 
V et it is not doing violence to 
probability to assume that, however strong­ 
ly intrenched behind their 
own 
con­ 
victions, 
fallible 
men 
as 
they 
are, 
they may have been affected by the infl- 
encei referred to, and that, too, at the very 
time when they deemed themselves least 
susceptible to such pressure. 
It is one of 
the frailties of human judgm ent th at it is 
not always able to weigh and measure ac­ 
curately the factors of its composition. 
One of the concluding paragraphs of the 
report demands, for its tru th and force, re­ 
production. 
A 'tsr citing the experience 
of all Railroad Commissions, and th at of 
the first California Commission, th at the 
subject of railroad m anagem ent and con­ 
servative control “ m ust be approached 
step by step and the way carefully studied 
as we proceed,” it adds : 
“ I t may be 
doubted if any conscientious officer ever 
approached the subject w ith au intelligent 
estim ate of its real m agnitude and of the 
growing and enduring interests it involves, 
who did not speedily discover and confess 
the duty and necessity of research and re­ 
flection. 
As only steps thus taken are 
progress, and only proceedings thus ma­ 


in ission has found in them its best policy 
and highest d u ty .” 
The sheer insanity and folly of the de­ 
mand th at a fresh Commission, practically 
ignorant of the m agnitude and detail of 
the duty imposed npon it, should at once 
and arbitrarily decree changes and estab- 
blish new schedules of fares and freights, 
appears to have been thoroughly impressed 
□pon the Commission, for in concluding it 
remarks, referring to its official orders and 
decisions : “ To the extent th at they are 
consistent, consecutive and advancing re­ 
sults of safe, practical and effective modes 
of procedure, they are good beginnings 
and precedents for progressive and con­ 
tinuous work. 
To tbis there is practically 
no end, and in the long run it is the best 
test of the processes by which it is prose­ 
cuted.” 


THE REVIVAL OF NIHILISM—THE TOR­ 
TURE OF 8UDEIKIN, 


turcd can or should be enforced, the Com- 


Nihilism , as known in Russia, now re­ 
viving its active methods, is the natural 
outgrow th of Socialistic sentim ents. 
It 
has no stock of its own ; it is a phenom­ 
enal product, but equally as vicious as its 
progenitor. 
Beginning w ith a compara­ 
tively mild plea for reform, it has pasted 
through a variety of stages, increasing its 
demands and the severity of its methods 
w ith each, until the original revolutionary 
party has ceased to exist, and the Terror­ 
ists, so called, alone represent Nihilism in 
Russia. 


B et Terrorism in the Empire feeds upon 
no mean food ; it draws its forces from no 
despicable Bource. 
Unlike the Socialists of 
our own country, Nihilism in Russia has 
for its m ainstays the more intelligent 
classes. 
The universities are completely 
environed by the spirit of the movement ; 
women from the best homes of Russia de­ 
vote their lives to tne cause ; the free­ 
thinkers come from among the reading 
population, the thinking m u ltitu d e; the 
army, the civil service, the nobility and 
even the household of the A utocrat of all 
the Russias contributes to th e Terrorist 
party, both lives and money. 
Such ver­ 
min as H err Most, citizen Schwab and 
their low-browed, vulgar and beery col­ 
leagues, are not to be named in the same 
breath w ith Tchernyshevski, Bakunin and 
Hertzen. 
The former ape the rashness and 
caricature the courage of such as the reck­ 
less but gallant student M yshkin, the de­ 
voted Vera Sassulitch and the scholarly 
Dragomonoff. 


If, since the coronation of the Emperor, 
the Nihilistic methods, bliody, cruel and 
merciless, have been inactive, it has not 
been due to any decline of energy or loss of 
heart in the ranks of the Terrorists. W ho­ 
ever has kept pace w ith events and devel­ 
opments in Russian society, which has no 
parallel for rawness, and disordered condi­ 
tions and tardy progress, m ust have no­ 
ticed th a t there has been actual grow th cf 
Nihilism. 
It has broadened and bettered 
its views somewhat, but has not relaxed 
the bloody system of its relentlc-ss code. 
It has sw ept into its embrace the very 
flower of young manhood, and while the 
small farmers and shopkeepers, traders and 
mechanics have for about a year shown a 
loyal disposition to stand by the Czar, the 
tru th is th at their representation in t ie 
Terrorist party is greater to-day than at any 
prior date. 
The open adherents of consti­ 
tutional reform declare th at they are not of 
or from among the N ihilists, but it is well 
known th at nine-tenths of them secretly 
sym pathize w ith the party of violence, and 
will not lift a finger to do it htrm . 
The Czar had it in his power to have 
seriously weakened the radical Socialists ; 
the grant of meager reforms would have 
crippled them ; but he has taken the ad­ 
vice oi the suppressionists, 
who believe 
th at the revolutionary spirit can be crushed 
out by force. 
A greater error could not be 
made. 
Nihilism is a radical, cruel and 
violent vanguard of the advanced ideas of 
the age. 
I t will never succeed in its aims, 
but it will break the way for better sys­ 
tems aud the firmer establishm ent of the 
rights of men. 
I t is infamous in its 
methods, repugnant in many of its doc­ 
trines, and despicable in its seen. , plotting 
to do m urder ; bu t none the less it is a 
factor in the process which is steadily 
going oil. and th at will eventually lift R us­ 
sian society and Russian government to a 
higher plane. 


The news of the entrapping the other 
day of Colonel Sudeikin, his cruel torture 
by chosen inquisitors of the Terrorists, toe 
shocking m ethods employed to wring Gov- 
em m ent secrets from his 
tongue, and 
when these were obtained, 
his wanton 
m urder, iu order to close forever the lips of 
the witness to all this cruelty, has thrilled 
the civilized w orld w ith hoiror. 
I t was 
barbarous, bitterly merciless, and incom­ 
prehensibly inhuman. 
Such recitals in 
romance would all but excite contem pt by 
their im probability. 
But, on the other 
hand, uniess we assume the Terrorists to be 
simply madmen, 
irresponsibly 
insane, 
mere ravaging animals w ith reeking jaws, 
we rr.uat conclude th at the inspirit on for 
such deeds is born of a loyally to belief, 
adoration to principle, and a self-sacrifice 
of which the world has given us but few 
examples. 
As a political sect there have 
been none th at have guarded their secretH 
eo well as this ; not one th at has given so 
many unfaltering m artyrs to the sacrificial 
fires of cause, or th at has so unwaveringly 
adhered to the single purpose of organiza­ 
tion. 


The N ihilists of Russia are men who are 
seeking the enfranchisem ent of their coun­ 
try from the grasp of mo3t absolute despot­ 
ism ; they are misguided, unquestionably, 
but nevertheless liberty-lovere, friends of a 
representative form of Governm ent. 
They 
class religion among the system s t j be 
overthrown, but it is because the religion 
of Russia represents apolitical system that 
is the sum of their hatred. 
Their leveling 
process would assault some of the sacred 
institutions of civilization, but it is because 
an aristocratic Government has interposed 
them as barriers to progress. 
They employ 
assassins as the means to an end, but they 
live in an atm osphere where the cry for 
mercy has fallen upon deaf ears, and where 
the knout, police espionage, Siberia, the 
ax and the dungeon and the bullet have 
been the 
reward 
of 
independence 
ol 
thought and the ordinary manifestations 
of manhood. 
In short, the N ihilistic doc­ 
trine of to day, should the Uzar ba over­ 
throw n, would represent the extremest 
view of self-government, and when shorn 
of its absurd, impracticable and dangerous 
dogmas concerning the relations between 
men, between labor and capital, State and 
citizen, the home and society, would aland 


for a republican form of government not 
greatly nnlike th a t we to-day enjoy. 
W e are not at all surprised at the re­ 
ported revival of Nihilism. 
W hy shonld 
it not levive? 
The Russian Government 
has done all possible things in its power to 
revivify it. 
The Czar and his advisers, in­ 
stead of examining into the demand for a 
C onstitntion and for representation, have 
responded by increasing the army of Si­ 
berian exiles, by adding to the cruelties in 
political prisons and by strengthening the 
hated Third Seotion. 
Under such circum ­ 
stances it is not at all surprising th at the 
Terrorists ehould seek to destroy him. 
They reason thus : “ Our situation oannot 
be worse ; a new Czar cannot turn a deafer 
ear to onr petitions. 
A change may bring 
us th at which we demand. 
W e will effect 
a change. 
Fear is a powerful argum ent 
w ith autocrats—we will try the effects of 
terrorism again.” 
I t is the most natural 
thing in the world for the prisoner who 
looks out between his bars upon green 
fields and flowery meads to seek his liberty, 
and it is not surprising th at when the op­ 
portunity offers he should strike down his 
jailer. 
The Russian N ihilist reasons on 
precisely th at line. 
W ith the possibilities 
of Russia under such a rule as th at of the 
people of the U nited States or the nominal 
Queen in England constantly before him, 
it is small wonder th at he resorts to m ur­ 
der to destroy those who, to his fevered 
imagination, are the only obstacles to the 
emancipation of his people.

R ichards H anged for H arder 
AUBURN, January 11th.—Between S and 9 
o’clock on the morning ot Sunday, March 
11th, Stephen Richards shot Thos. Nichols in 
front of the American Hotel here. The mur­ 
der was most cowardly and unprovoked. 
Nichols being unacquainted with Richards, 
who was trying to pick a quarrel with another 
man, swearing and claiming that he had been 
robbed in a poker game the night before. D e 
ceased merely reproved him for creating a 
disturbance, said he himself had been in A u­ 
burn many times and had never been robbed. 
Richards quickly drew a pistol and tired as 
Nichols was turning away. 
The shot struck 
the right collar bone, severing the windpipe 
and large artery, causing death almost in­ 
stantly. 
Richards was immediately disarmed 
and lodged in the county jail by IS. S. Dun- 
nam, clerk of the hotel. 
When the prieonei 
was searched in the Sheriff's office, two open 
pocket kuives were found in his pocket, ready 
for use in a fight. 
March 13;h Richards’ pre­ 
liminary examination took place, and tbe 
J ustice held him without bail to appear in the 
Superior Court. 
He was given until the lith 
to plead, at which datp a plea of not guilty 
was entered. 
Attorneys In defend him were 
appointed March 20ih. 
April l.Sih the trial 
began, and the panel of the jury was com­ 
pleted on tbe IN h, the trial lasting until 
April Hist. 
The jury theu returned a ver- 
.lict of murder in the first degree, with the 
death penalty. April 30th an order was made 
granting a new trial, on account of error. 
June 1st the C rnrt began to impanel a jury. 
Tne second trial was completed June 5th, the 
triai resulting June S h in a verdict of mur­ 
der in the first degree, with the penalty of 
death. June l 9;h was appointed for sentence, 
at which lime judgment of death was en­ 
tered. 
A warrant for his execution was is­ 
sued July 1.3th, and notice of appeal was 
tiled. 
November 15th a rem ittitur from the 
Supreme Court affirming the judgment wa« 
tiled, and December 3d au order was made 
fixing 
January 
11th 
as 
the 
day of 
execution. 
Since this time Richards ha.- 
inaintained a hope that the Governor would 
interfere and commute his sentence. 
How 
ever, this was not done, aud last Tuesday the 
Sheriff informed the prisoner that his last 
hope was gone. 
During that night and 
Wednesday Richards was evidently feeling 
his terrible position acutely. 
Thursday he 
was apparently holding his own, and feeling 
calmer this morning, since Rev. Mr. Hop 
kins has been in communication with him. 
To-day being hue, the town was filled with 
visitors from all parts of the county, many 
holding the Sheriff’s permits. 
A t 1:14 p. sr. 
Richards, accompanied by the Sheriff. Depu­ 
ties and others, walked to the sostfold, the 
prisoner calmly tnkiug his place on the trap, 
saying that he had been found guilty accord­ 
ing to law, and that the crime wae the result 
of drinking. 
He hoped to go to heaven, bade 
every one good-by. gave the word ready, and 
the trap fell at 1:17. 
Richards hardly m o v e d 
a muscle, his neck being dislocated. 
After 
hanging about twenty minutes the body wa- 
cut down, placed in a coffin and exposed in 
the Court-yard a short time to tae gaze of 
the curious. 
This was the second m u r d e r he 
had committed, the prior one b e i n g equally 
as unprovoked, and be admitted to h a v i r g 
nearly killed three or four men iu fights. His 
confinement aud anxiety greatly aged him. 
A t tbe time of his Jeath, Richard's age was 
42 ; Nichols, 27. 
Both were natives of Corn­ 
wall. 
Richards WES pardoned out of the 
Nevada State Prison on account of assistance 
rendered during the fire in that institution. 
The A'ollun-Manford Salt. 
S a n t a R o sa , January llth .—The Court 
reconvened this morning. 
Mr. Deltnas pre­ 
sented an atti lavit for leave to inspect, take 
extracts from, aud to have produced in 
Court, the books of Stanford, Hopkins, 
Huntington and Cracker. 
He c aimed that 
the to ks would show that they received divi- 
deuda na the Rocky Mountain coal stock, 
and plaintiff s counsel wished to show*, when 
it was represented to Mrs. Colton that the 
General had collected more dividends than 
he was entitled to, that the representation 
was untrue. 
The books would materially aid 
in determining the existence cf a partnership 
between these defendants, and throw light on 
other interests involved iu the case. 
Mr. McAllister, for the defense, claimed 
that the affiiavit w.as insufficient, because it 
was not signed by the plaintiff.

the 
Indian reservation at Nanaimo, and 
lodged in jail there. 
Claickenken is sup­ 
posed to be at San Juan, out of the jurisdic­ 
tion of tbe Court. 
The prisoner Sweetsalam 
was f -uud on the \ ictona Sengash reserva­ 
tion last Christmas d,.y, through his connec­ 
tion with a^ tight there. 
The prisoners con­ 
fined at Nanaimo, as soon as they heard of 
the capture of Sweetsalam, broke out of j*il 
there, and are not retaken yet. 
A t New Westminster, about 5 o’clock last 
evening, a negro named Jam es J . Chamber­ 
lain, engaged as conk at the Abbotsford 
Hotel, while disputing with a Chinaman 
about a soirt, became enraged, and drawing 
a revolver shot him through the head, the 
ball entering at the ear.

PROTECTION FROM FIR E IN THE 
EAST 
END. 


The S tate, city and cennty have erected in 
Sacram ento an im m ense building for exposi­ 
tion purposes. 
I t is the largest on the coast. 
Being composed of wood, it is of course liable 
to burn very quickly if it ever takes fire, fcr 
it is but a shell of seasoned lum ber and with 
b u t few partitions. 
I t is essential th at such 
a building should be very closely watched 
and guarded from the liability of burning. 
W hile Sacram ento lias bnt a collateral in ter­ 
est in this structure, she m ight well contrib­ 
u te tow ard its safety. 
Some weeks ago rep­ 
resentatives of th is paper took the m atter 
into consideration and consulted w ith the 
C aief Engineer, some of the officers of the 
S ta te A gricultural Society and others rela­ 
tive to it. 
The opinion prevailed, it was 
found, th a t more hydrants should be placed 
it jar the building, and th a t as Sacram ento 
has an extra steam tire engine it m ight well 
Consent to store it in the m achinery wing of 
the structure, where it would be ready for 
in stan t use, and a t the same tim e be by one 
m ile nearer all tha large residence area east 
of the Capitol I’ark. The Chief Engineer was 
of the opinion th a t two drivers, an engineer 
am i three horses would need to be housed in 
the Pavilion. 
The additional expense for 
these, we are convinced, the city can well 
afford to bear. 
The arrangem ent suggested 
will 
afford 
b etter 
protection 
to 
the 
S tate A rm ory 
and 
P rinting 
Office also. 
T he m achinery w ine of the new Pavilion is 
constructed w ith a floor for heavy vehicles, 
and a light partition in one corner would, at 
sm all cost, give a good room for the engine 
and men. 
( if course the fire-alarm system 
should be extended to the building. 
I t ex­ 
tends now to the Stat» P rinting Office, but 
should ruu also to the larger structure, th at 
in stan t alarm m ay be given if occasion de­ 
m ands. 
W heo the building is in use for fair 
purposes, the engine can he housed elsewhere 
if the space is needed. 
W hile this is a local 
m atter, it is slso of im portance to the S tate. 
T he ci'y cannot now afford to erect a new en- 
giue-bouje ; she has too m any other pressing 
C-m auds, and too great need 
for econ­ 
om y. 
B u t 
in 
this 
m atter 
it 
would 
seem 
th a t 
economy would 
be 
prom oted 
by placing the reserve engine at the new P a­ 
vilion, for it would add to the protection of a 
heavy taxpaying section of the city, and re­ 
duce to the m iuim um the liability of losing 
th e splendid structure ju st com pleted. 
I t is 
the belief th a t the S tate Capitol Commis­ 
sioners and the S tate Board of A griculture 
will cot only consent, bnt be very glad to 
have the extra steam er ready m anned im m e­ 
diately at the Pavilion and upon the State 
grounds. 
T he cost for the horses and the 
salaries of two men, it is believed, is fully 
j istified by the dem ands of the residence 
p rrtion of the east section of the city. 
Thus 
two interests 
will be accom m odated—the 
resident taxpaysrs who foot the hill, and the 
S tate property, if it furnishes the storage for 
th e engine.

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THE CHINESE 
RIOT CASE8. 


Two separate 
indictm ents 
were 
found 
against several C hinam an for a charge of 
riot. 
O se of the indictm ents was the People 
vs. C harlie Sing et aL, the other the People 
vs. A h Ban et al. 
In addition to these in­ 
dictm ents there was an indictm ent against 
Mock Soon for m urder, against Charley Sing 
for m urder, and against L u Die for m urder. 
The offenses are all charged as occurring a 1 
the tim e of the riot, and growing out of the 
same affray, 
M otions were made to set 
aside each of the indictm ents, on the ground 
th a t witnesses exam ined before tbe^ G rand 
Ju ry testified w ith reference to the riot, and 
whcse nam es did not appear on each one of 
ths indictm ents. 
The names of C, T . JoDes 
and other witnesses who were exam ined be­ 
fore the G rand Ju ry appeared on some of the 
indictm ents, but not on ali. 
W hile their 
names did not appear on all the indictm ents, 
yet 
there 
were 
names 
appearing 
on 
each one of the indictm ents npon which the 
G rand Ju ry reported. 
The C ourt decided 
th a t the presum ption ef law was th a t the 
G rand Ju ry bad indorsed on the indictm ent 
the names of the witnesses who swore to the 
charges in the indictm ents ; th a t there was 
no evidence to the contrary, and for th a t 
reason overruled the motion to set aside the 
indictm ents. 
Tbe defendants then filed de­ 
m urrers to each indictm ent. 
The Court 
overruled the dem urrers, and the defendants 
entered their plea of not guilty. 
A s to the 
cases of the People vs. Kider, tbe Chief of 
Folice, M att. K areher, and M r. Grice, were 
called as witnesses, and testified th a t they 
had been exam ined before the G rand J ury as 
witresees, w ith reference to the subject m at­ 
ter of the charge contained ir. the several in­ 
dictm ents against Hi V , as to receiving bribes 
and agreeing to receive bribes for the protec­ 
tion of faro 
games, and to protect them 
against arrest. 
As to w hat they testified to 
before the G rand Ju ry the C ourt refused to 
allow them to state, and only perm itted them 
to say th at they testified to the subject m at­ 
ter. 
These names did not appear on any of 
the indictm ents agaiDst IF der, and for this 
reason the C ourt distinguished these cases 
from the Chinese cases, in which all the 
names did appear on some one of tbe indict­ 
ments. 
The Court decided th a t all the in ­ 
dictm ents against Kider should be set aside, 
and th at the charges, each of them , should 
be enbinitted to the same G rand Ju ry on 
Tuesday, the 15th of Ja n u ary , or as soon 
thereafter as the C ourt can get them together.

VOLCANOES 
AND WEATHER. 


A rem arkable coincidence of severe vol­ 
canic eruption, says Sergeant Barw ick, is in 
the reports of the two severest ones on record 
as occurring exactly 100 years apart. 
The 
first severe one began in May. 1783, when 
the fam ous volcano H ecla, in Iceland, com­ 
menced vom iting ont smoke and ashes, which 
continued for a period of more th an two 
m onths. 
This smoke and ashes rose to a 
great bight in the atm osphere, and spread 
over nearly the whole of Europe and a greater 
part of N orth Am erica, producing w hat is 
called a dry fog. and exhibited very peculiar 
characteristics. The next great and prolonged 
volcanic eruption began in M ay, 18S3, and 
continued for a period of over two m onths. 
This last one was decidedly on a more grand 
and extensive scale than its predecessor of 
100 years ago, viz., M ay, 1783. 
This last 
one also produced very peculiar characteris­ 
tics, and there is no doubt now in m y mind, 
after perusing Professor L ockyer’s letter, but 
w hat our red Bunsets are produced by the 
very m inute atom s of volcanic ashes, which 
are floating now so high in the atm osphere 
th a t the rains do not wash them out, and will 
not do so until they have fallen to th a t point 
in oar atm osphere where rain clouds are most 
frequently formed, which is from 3,000 to 
5,000 and 8,000 feet above the earth.

Koseburg, 43°, east and clear; F o rt Canby, 
43°, south and cloudy ; Ked Bluff, 50°, north 
and c le a r; Sacram ento, 47°, northw est and 
c le a r; San Francisco, 52°, northeast 
and 
clear—first killing frost yesterday ; Los A n­ 
geles, 71°, southw est and fa ir ; San Oieeo, 
05°, southw est and c le a r; S alt L eke, 33°, 
southw est aod cloudy ; Cheyenne, 3i , north­ 
west and clear ; D enver, o0v, west and fair ; 
N orth P latte, 40°, west aud clear ; Omaha, 
25°, south and cloudy ; Y ankton, 39°, west 
and cloudy.

disposition of a 
young 
and sensitive American poet could make 
an early effort. 
In this now nearly for­ 
gotten sketch there is revived a vein of 
humor and a method of recording observa­ 
tions very Beldom m et w ith at this day. 
The second chapter treats of Lord Lytton, 
and introduces anecdotes, sketches and 
criticism s on Bulwer, by the editor and by 
Ju stin M cCarthy and a German w riter 
named Dabeim. 
This interesting passage 
is succeeded by M cCarthy’s sketch of Ben­ 
jam in Disraeli in his old age : a paper by 
CharlsB Francois Hugo, son of the great 
FreDeh poet, descriptive of an interview 
w ith Disraeli, held in 1SG8, and a descrip­ 
tion of H ughenden Manor, the country 
seat, 
where 
the 
last years 
of 
Dis­ 
raeli's 
life 
were 
passed. 
The 
fourth 
division 
of 
the 
volume 
comprisss 
a paper w ritten by Thackeray on Lord 
M acaulay at the tim e of the latter's death 
in 1S5 U, and an anonymous reminiscence of 
M acaulay which had magazine circulation 
some years ago. 
In addition, we are given 
several papers on C narlotte Bronte, “ A 
Reminiscence by a Schoolfellow;" “ A 
Gossip w ith M artha Broun,” the faithful 
old servant of the Brontes ; Miss Marti- 
neau's “ R em iniscences;” R. H. Horne’s 
charming anecdote of “ Currier Bell,” and 
Taackeray s in memoriam sketch of the 
author of “ Jane E yre.” 
The volume in­ 
cludes, a ho, recollections of W ashington 
Irving, by an attache under Irving—Robert 
M. W alsh—when the American author was 
Secretary of the legation headed by Louis 
McLane, as M in ister; an article entitled 
“ Irving at Sunnyside in 1858,” by the 
Southern novelist, John E iten Cooke, and 
an account of a visit to Irving, w ritten by- 
Theodore Tilton. 
The next tew pages of 
this book of mingled criticism , narrative 
and reminiscence is devoted to E lg ar Allan 
ltie, and embraces a paper by a school­ 
fellow of Poe, T. W . Gibson, giving an ac 
count of Poe when at W est Point, where 
his career was most brief, ami a chapter on 
the last days of Poe by Susau A. T. Weiss. 
The concluding chapter gives us Charlotte 
Bronte’s impressions of H arriet M artineau 
in 1S50, and a short paper of reminiscences 
of Miss M artineau by Jam es Payu, the 
novelist, originally contributed to “ H ar­ 
per’s M onthly.” 
A very interesting analytical work by 
Professor and Rev. T. F. Thistleton Dyer 
is out from the press of H arper & Bros., 
New York, and for sale by A. L Bancroft 
A Co., San Francisco, entitled “ Folk Lore 
of Shakespeare.” 
W e can scarcely over­ 
estim ate the value and interest of all well 
prepared work on the plays of Shakespeare. 
Taken as mere texts his lines, as in this 
case, lead into whole libraries, ami invita 
research w ithout lim it. 
“ Shakespeare 
w as,” says our author, “ possessed of a 
rich treasury of 
knowledge of a most 
varied kind, much of which he may be 
said to have picked up almost intuitively, 
and he embellished his writings w ith a 
choice store of 
illustrations descriptive 
of the period in which he lived.” 
O utof 
his copious references to the manners and 
customs of his tim e and the tim es of which 
he wrote came the suggestion for many a 
volume of this character. 
B ut Shakes­ 
peare seems to have had not only a wide 
knowledge of many technical subjects, but 
also an intim ate 
acquaintance w ith the 
folk-lore of by-gone days, and on the latter 
subject Professor Dyer has built up the 
analytical volume before us. I t is an index 
resume of the subjectjconsidered, and asa 
work of reference alone is invaluable. But 
we have found it profitable ami pleasant 
to follow many of its pages consecutively, 
although its topical arrangem ent does not 
require this to be done. 
From C. S. Houghton, Sacramento, we 
have Charles Scribner’s 80ns (N. Y.) edi­ 
tion of Dr. G erhard U hlhorn’s work on 
“ Christian C harity in the A ncientC hureh.” 
It is a translation made with the author's 
sanction. 
I t is not neoessary nor practic­ 
able at this tim e to enter into an analysis 
of the w ork further than to say th at the 
reading of 
“ Book F irst ” revealed to 
as 
in 
so 
much 
of 
the 
work 
the 
m asterly 
ability 
of 
the 
Abbot 
of 
Loccum. 
In th at he treats of the world 
w ithout love-—the world before the C hris­ 
tian era, when, as Lactant us wrote, the 
philosophy of the heathen world taught 
nothing 
of the compassion and hum an­ 
ity peculiar to the righteous 
and 
ta 
the worshipers of God. 
The doctor holds 
th at a growth of the idea of duty to the 
poor, for instance, was impossible from the 
hesthen Vh ralitaai, such as was introduced 
by the Christian caritas, for heathendom 
did not produce of itBelf a reai organized 
charity. 
In the same part of the volume 
he considers charity under the law the 
manifestation of love in C hrist, and the 
commencement and foundation of charity 
in the Apostolic age. 
"A rius the Lybian ” Is the title of a 
work at hand from Jam es T. W hite & Co., 
San Francisco, and published by D. Apple­ 
ton A Co., New York. 
It is a striking 
work, and we believe will come very prom­ 
inently into notice. 
The snb-title, “ An 
Idyl of the Prim itive C hurch,” applies 
more particularly to the first half of the 
book, in which are given pictures of pas­ 
toral life among the early Christians. 
The 
character of the hero, Arius, is admirably- 
drawn ; it is a portrait th at no one who 
peruses the book will forget or ever cease 
admiring, however much he may differ 
from him in his religious views. 
The por­ 
traits of Athanasius, of the Emperor Con 
stantiue and of other celebrities of the 
time, are drawn with great power. 
The 
author is so far unknown. 
Although this 
book is his first, it certainly evinces great 
literary skill. 
The style has a certain 
massive sim plicity th at is very charming, 
and the narrative brings before the reader 
the life of the third aud fourth centuries 
w ith singular vividness. 
From I>. Lothrop A Co., B iston, we 
have a volume, Svo., entitled “ Sunshine, 
Harmony and Home.” 
From the tim e of 
the old English song of “ Djloe D am an” 
t . th at ot the soDg of our own Payne. 
“ Sweet H orne” has had no lack of hom­ 
age in prose and verse. 
Nor can it have 
too much, if all is of the quality afforded 
in the series of choics stories published 
under the title of the “ Sweet Home Se­ 
ries.” by Lothrop A Co. 
"S u n sh in e" is 
the latest of these, and a most delightful 
home-stcry for family reading. 
It is dedi­ 
cated “ To the dear mother whose gentle 
spirit was ever the sunshine of our old 
home at the Cedars,” and is full of inspir­ 
ing sentim ent of the best Bort. 
I ’, is by a 
charm ing w riter, Mrs. Louise T. Craigin. 
the Ellis (.ray of “ I-ong A go” and “ The 
Cedars,” and is perhaps her best effort. 
Of Griggs’ Philosophical Classics Series 
we have from S. ( '. Griggs A Co., Chicago, 
“ K ant’s Critique of Pure Reason,” as ed­ 
ited by George S. Morris, l ’h.l). 
The vol­ 
umes of this series are to be devoted to the 
critical exposition of some one masterpiece 
belonging to the history of German phil­ 
osophy, the aim in each case being to 
furnish a clear and attractive statem ent of 
the special substance and purport of the 
original author's argument, to interpret 
and elucidate the same by reference to the 
historic and acknowledged results of phil­ 
osophic inquiry, to give an independent 
estim ate of m erits and deliciencies, and 
especially to show, as occasion may re­ 
quire, in w hat way German thought con- 
\xins tfce nataral complement, or the much- 


needed corrective, of B ritish speculation. 
I t is intended th at the series, when com­ 
pleted, shall consist of ten or tw elve vol. 
nmes, founded on the works of Leibnitz, 
Kant, Fichte, Schelling and Hegei, and we 
estimate the value of such a w ork highly, 
From C. 8. H oughton, Sacramento, we 
have another volume of tae “ American 
Com m onw ealths” series. 
I t is a history 
of the struggle for the possession of Ore­ 
gon, and is by R tv. W illiam Barrows, and 
from the press of H oughton, M tHin A Co , 
Boston. 
The author has fortified his work 
by the best obtainable authorities and 
has evidently sifted all m anuscript history- 
on the subject, and w ith care and skill di­ 
vided the tru th from the fanciful, and 
verity from romance and falsehood. 
In a 
large degree it is a h istiry of Spanish 
sovereignty on the coast and a review of 
the history of the entire N orthw est. 
It is 
an exceedingly- valuable addition to the 
historical treasures of the country. 
I t sells 
for §1 25. 
From H arper A Bros., New Y ork, we 
have tue latest serial of the “ C entury,” 
"T u e Bread W inners,” a social study. 
This story, treating 
largely of 
L sb ir 
Unions and the questions involved by their 
system, has excited more than usual atten­ 
tion by the curiosity t) know wno is its 
author. 
The bound volume at hand does 
not reveal the secret. 
The story is one of 
deep interest. 
In some respects it has 
rough edges, indicating a not thoroughly 
experienced w riter, bu t these may be pur­ 
poseful. 
“ Raising the Pearl ” is a charm ing story 
for boys and girls, by Jam es Otis, tue au­ 
thor of “ Toby Tyler ” and “ Mr. Stubbs’ 
B rother.” 
No boy who haB read the ad­ 
ventures of poor Toby ia his effort to follow 
a circus, and of his companionship w ith a 
mischievous monkey of the menagerie, will 
rest content until he has seen ami read the 
latest volume by Mr. Otis. 
The new story 
is of the sea and the seashore. 
The book

Wack-ani}-tan-colored gloves are m ost 
used for evening wear. 


Tulle, spotted or sprigged w ith silver, 
comeB among other gauzy tinsel «Iterated 
stuffs for evening wear. 
The plush, leather and velvet cuffs of 
som e of the new gloves for street wear are 
very prettily em broidered. 
Fancy muffs, or “ tinger cosies,” as they 
are called, are made of the plum age of 
birds to m atch the bonnets. 
The bodice w ith a high back and low 
cut front is the correct wear for dinner par­ 
ties and evening receptions. 


Sleeves of costum es of ceremony are 
m ade tight, b at w ith puffs or epaulette 
appendages in 
the armhole or on the 
sr.oulders. 
The few trained dresses lately brought 
from the other side have the princess back, 
under w hich disappear the high puffed 
pannier draperies. 
A Dew and striking design for a square 
oover for a table is to m ake the center of 
p ain satin, then put on a deep border of 
t h ; crazy patchwork, and tinish w ith a rich 
fringe. 
A handsome handkerchief case is made 
of crimson plush, w ith satin lining ot the 
same color ; on the upper side put a spray 
of rosebuds and leaves in ribbon em broid­ 
ery. 
Tne case should be in shape like the 
tw o covers of a book, and should tie w ith 
a ribbon of the same color as the case. 
A ball dress of apricot satin of a candle­ 
ligh t shade is trimmed; w ith flounces of 
duchesse 'ace, and the puffed draperies are 
held in place by plastrons of chenille in ex­ 
quisite golden-hrown shades, and tassels of 
chenille, crystal beads, and yellow smoke 
pearls. 
“ Charlotte Cord ay ’ 
cloaks, 
made of 
golden fawn-colored cashmere and lined 
w ith dark V enetian red silk, make exceed­ 
ingly atyliBh and becoming traveling wraps. 
The outsides of many of these cloaks are 
trim m ed w ith bands of natural beaver, sil­ 
ver fur or marten, and have cap, collar and 
m uff en suite.

bright Oriental colors. 
Very beautiful 
house robes are m ade of this material, 
w hich com es in ail the esth etic tints, both , 
light and dark, w ith burílennos m rich 
contrast. 
A novelty in the way of opera wraps is 
called the Chinese cloak. 
It is made of ! 
cream -w hite Chinese silk, w ith hand-em ­ 
broidered hedge rosea strewn all over the 
soft groundwork. 
Inside the wrap is lined I 
w ith pale piuk plush the shade of tne roses. 
The cloak is long and ample, the full Chi- j 
nese sleeves rendering it a garment to be : 
easily put on or off. 
A very ornamental stand-cover or small 
table-cover is made by cutting a piece ot 1 
felt the exact size and shape of the table- 
top.

The display of the H. J. Bdoth collec­ 
tion of paintings and bric a brac, which 
was auctioned at Daahaway Hall last night, 
attracted a great deal of attention, the 
hall being full of visitors tor the three or 
four days the things were on view.

the auction is all over one may venture to 
rem ark upon auctioneering methods. W hen 
there is a collection of undoubted m erit 
and genuineness to be disposed of, the m an­ 
agers who have it in band take the oppor­ 
tu n ity to introduce among the objects of 
a rt a num ber of wretched, cheap affaire 
which, instead of slipping along unnoticed 
under the Bhadow of the tine pieces, tend 
te lower the tone of the whole display. 
T he “ Columbus in Prison,” by Brandner, 
w as very beautiful. 
The face, sharpened 
by grief and yet not em bittered ; the deep- 
set dark eye, at once keen and soft, and 
th e distribution of light upon the bands 
and clothing, satisfied the m ind and fancy 
by setting them working, and the eyes, by 
th e good execution.

h o r s e 's h eal» , b y v e r b o e c k h o v e n , 
A ttracted most attention after the Colum­ 
bus. 
I t was the bead and neck of a white 
horse th ru st through a window of brown 
boards. 
A currycom b lay on a small 
shelf nailed to the window. 
Eugene Ver­ 
boeckhoven is such a worshiped name th at 
one ventures adverse criticism w ith the 
greatest diffidence, but his horses always 
seem to me a little bit too smooth and 
hard, like china-horses, and the boards of 
their stalls too smoothly varnished.

paints the horse's eye, however, full of fire 
and affection, 
large, liquid and seeing. 
Among the bric-a-brac was a black marble 
inkstand made in the shape of a Roman 
sarcophagus, very heavy and handsome, 
and the grusome association rather in­ 
tensified a certain fascination odd table 
furnishings have for people who live a good 
deal in their libraries.

basins on rouge antique pedestals, would 
m ake pretty card-recaivers for a lady with 
u tte r tastes.

REMAINS OF THE HOLIDAY EXHIBIT 
A t the largest of our jew elry stores. 
The 
proprietors have fitted up the basement 
w ith soft carpet and artistic wall paper and 
m any gas jets, and all ronnd the room as 
well as on the large counter in the center 
are exquisite clocks, urns, vases, lamps 
and all the usefal and useless things that 
the silversm ith’s ingenuity can devise out 
of precious metals. 
A few specimens of 
old W orcester porcelain vases were left, 
amphoric w ith delicate necks, of a mellow 
ivory white, w ith golden dowers in a grace­ 
ful pattern enamelled upon the swelling 
sides. 
A dainty little antique lamp of 
hammered silver accompanied a headless 
golden barrel for cigarettes, and a small 
black teakettle over an alcohol lamp of the 
w orked iron and silver which are combined 
so oddly lately—the silver breaking through 
in places as if the iron had been worn 
sm ooth—suggested the nervous lady in­ 
creasing the fidgets she thinks she is allay­ 
ing w ith her favorite beverage. 
Sets of 
solid spoons for berries or ices were made 
in the shape of leaves, vine, rose and 
creBS, for the bowl, and tw isted handle, 
each of the dozen a different design from 
the rest. 
There was a famous big ham ­ 
mered gold punch bowl w ith branches of 
oxidized silver grapes for handles, and a 
ladle redeemed from a soupy likeness by 
its depth and generous lip. 


THE MOST CHARMING TIECK 
Of work was a “ loving c u p ” of silver, 
bolding almost as much as th at of the cel­ 
ebrated ancestor of the G rand Duchess of 
Gerolstein. 
There were two handles of 
grape clusters, and at the base a thistle 
w ith its leaves, a jewel by itself, applied 
below an engraved \erse with the music of 
“ Auld Lang Syne.” 
U p stairs I saw a 
butterfly, a frog, and a bat about an inch 
and a quarter in length, w ith gold bodies 
thickly set w ith diamonds. 
The shapes 
are given to the workman in solid form and 
he proceeds to prepare them to receive the 
stones by filing holes through the gold 
plate w ith a tiny tile no larger than a hair­ 
pin. He can have no guide but his eye, the 
piece is so small, but the holes m ust be 
symmetrical, and enough gold, yet not too 
much, must be left at the top to set the 
diamond in. 
The under side of the b u tter­ 
fly’s wing showed regular rows of aper­ 
tures, each bounded by a waved line like 
th at with which a leaf is sketched. In the 
show-case were two pink pearls, recently 
bronght from the South Seas, distinguish­

THE COOPER MEDICAL INSTITCTE 
U ntil a I »dy gave me a programme of lect­ 
ures to be delivered there this w inter, 
when I proceeded, upon the date of the 
first lectnre, to find out what, in fact, the 
Cooper Medical College m ight be. 
I t is a 
magnificent, substantial, five-story buck 
b id d in g , like one of the U niversity build­ 
ings at ( ainbridge, w ith gray stone facing». 
I t is well out in the western part of the 
city, but only a block from one of the 
princioal car 
lines. 
The 
entrance is 
directly on the corner of the street, which 
is a pleasant variation. 
You enter, go up 
a flight of stairs, turn to the left and find 
yourself in a large hall, which, on the 
occasion of the lecture, wae filled ta over­ 
flowing. 
Tue audience was composed of 
the bone and sinew, rather than the haute 
Volee of the community, as was to be ex­ 
pected at popular science lectures, which I 
blushed for my ignorance to find was the 
second conrse th at had been delivered. 
T hey are free lectures, and this one, on 
“ The Influence of the Mind on the Body," 
was delivered by l ’rofessor C. Cushing, in 
evening dress, 
from 
notes. 
He spoke 
sensibly and heartily, often humorously, 
and rather less than au hour, his con­ 
clusion being th at a healthy, busy mind 
will carry the machine it lives in further 
than a morbid, tim id and over-sensitive 
one th at dw tlls on little aches and pains 
and listens to its own pulses until it is 
overwhelmed w ith its tw o complicated 
mechanism 
After the lecture I saw the 
building a little. 
Oa the highest floor of 
all is 
THE FAMOUS DISSECTING-ROOM, 
Said to be the finest in the U nited States. 
Tne system of ventilation is perfect, the 
floor is chemically prepared w ith a sub- 
Btance which prevents its absorption of 
any m atter, the dissecting tables, of which 
there are tw enty or more, are covered with 
sheet-lead, upon which everything is solu­ 
ble. 
Small shelves pull out at the Bides of 
the table to hold the book or instrum ents 
of the operator, and a separate cabinet 
w ith lock and key is provided tor each stu ­ 
dent, to cont»in his apron, tests and tools. 
The laboratory is a fine room, supplied 
w ith escapes for poisonous vapors. 
The 
m alarial m atter is put in an open bowl, 
placed in the escape, which has a glass 
door, a gas jet or small lamp is lighted, 
when the heat consumes and carries away 
the foul gases, and the student may resume 
his investigations w ithout danger. 
Slabs 
of slate nearly two inches thick form the 
desks upon which the laboratory experi­ 
m ents are performed. 
Two students sit 
at one compartment, and a high rack be­ 
fore them holds the phials, tests and re­ 
to rts they may need. 


THE MIOROSCOPE-ROOM 
Looks like an ice-cream parlor, save th at 
the immense square tables are made fast to 
the floor, as are also the four stools sur­ 
rounding each. Every studeBt has a micro­ 
scope, or rather every table, and four 
students are able to study upon one sub­ 
ject. 
The Drofesaor's desk is in one corner 
of the room. 
The woodwork of the tra in ­ 
ing is beautiful. 
Two men are employed 
upon nothing eUe than to keep the place 
cleaD. 
W hen they have gone from roof 
to ground floor they recommence at the 
roof again, and their labors are not in 
vain. 
I t would be hard to find a building 
more scrupulously clean. 
Dr. Lane has 
his o w b private dissecting-room, w ith itB 
table, where it is a pleasure to imagine the 
intellectual doctor at work on an interest­ 
ing or baffling case. 
His lecture is the 
last of the course, and is on “ Food." Dr. 
Gibbons, Sr., gives the next, a sort of re­ 
ply to Dr. Cushings’— “ The Influence of 
the Body on the M ind."

PONE' C0M6T WILL 
PROBABLY REACH 
THE 
EQUATOR 
TO-MORROW. 


From the position Pons’ comet was to­ 
night it caDnot reach the equator before to­ 
morrow night, which will be one day later 
than the report and diagram in the Leipzig 
paper indicated ; but a recent number of 
Nature gave the 14th as the date of its near­ 
est approach to the earth. 
The Boston Sci­ 
entific Society, however, who have followed 
it with great interest as late as December 
2Sth, state that it will be about the middle 
of January when it will be nearest the earth, 
or 00,000 000 miles distant, and probably four 
times brighter tiian it was in 1812, They 
also still adhere to the 25sh of Jauuary as the 
date of its perihelion, or turning point, 
Tnat was also stated in the Scientific 
A m erican as long ago as November 17 tt. 
But it seems hardly creditable that such a 
length of time should elapse between the 
nearest approach to the earth to morrow, or 
at least next day, and yet not reach the peri­ 
helion before the 25th. 
I t was probably 
doubtful iu December whether the original 
computation of the celebrated astronomer 
Eocke, or the very recent one of two French 
astrouomere, — — Schulhof and Brassart, 
would turn out most correct; they undoubt­ 
edly differ, but the papers have not clearly 
stated which is which, bo that actual observa­ 
tion is our best guide. 
The comet may be 
easily found to-morrow night about 10° to 12° 
below and in line with the two northwest 
stars which form the west or north side of the 
larre equate of Pegassus constellation, seen 
high up aouthweeteriyfrom 6:30r m. toSp. M., 
after which it gets rather low. 
When on the 
equator it will, of course, set due west, at 
about 9h 15m to 9h 30m P. M. 
I t may be 
watched with interest for the rest of the 
month, and will be Been for several months 
in the southwestern hemisphere, so that the 
most accurate observations will be taken. 
Pong discovered thirtv-»even comets alto­ 
gether from 1801 to 1827, but this was the 
only long period one, of about seventy years, 
and was discovered July 20, 1812, at M ar­ 
seilles.
